THE Thirtieth Annual Convention of the Department of Massachusetts 
Woman's Relief Corps, Auxiliary to the Grand Army of the Republic, 
convened in People's Temple, Colimibus Avenue, Boston, on Tuesday 
and Wednesday, February 16 and 17, 1909, opening at 10.15 a.m.

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ADDRESS OF 

MRS.^LUE STUART WADSWORTH, 

DEPARTMENT PRESIDENT. 



Members of the Thirtieth Anrmal Convention of the Department of Massa- 
chusetts, Woman's Relief Corps : 

Again we have assembled in annual Convention to render an account 
of our stewardship, to legislate for the present, and to plan for the future. 

One short year ago, as I lay on my cot at the hospital, the message came 
to ipe that the Twenty-ninth Annual Convention of the Department of Massar 
chusetts. Woman's Relief Corps, had elected me to the highest office within 
its gift. 

My sisters, you cannot realize what that meant to me, hovering as I was 
at that time between life and death, to learn that after nearly twenty years 
of faithful work in the interest of our organization I had been honored by 
my co-workers by making me their leader for the year 1908. 

I asked myself the question, "How can I best show my appreciation to 
my loyal friends for the confidence they have reposed in me?" And the 
response came, " By giving to the Order the best that is in me, and devoting 
my time and thought to the advancement of its best interests, always bearing 
in mind that the interest of the Grand Army of the Republic should be 
our first consideration." 

I have tried to do my duty with an eye single to the welfare of this grand 
old Department. You have, one and all, strongly sustained me, and in so 
doing have lightened the responsibilities and made my work pleasant. 
While I realize there is much I have left undone, my constant aim has been 
to faithfully and impartially discharge every duty. 



CONDITION OF THE DEPARTMENT. 

The number of members in good standing December 31, 1907, was 14,921. 
Since then we have gained 722 by initiation, 65 by transfer, 952 by rein- 
statement, making a total membership of 16,660. During the year we have 
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lost 293 by death, 112 by transfer, 1,242 by suspension, honorable discharge, 
288, making our total losses for the year 1,935, leaving a membership in 
good standing December 31, 1908, of 14,725. Our Department is in good 
financial condition, having a cash balance of $2,253.02 on hand December 
31, 1908, and no liabilities. 

The reports of the Department Secretary and Treasurer give a detailed 
statement of our condition, and I ask you to give them your careful con- 
sideration. 

While I have not made any additions to the number of Corps during 
the year, it gives me pleasure to report that no Corps has surrendered its 
charter. I have endeavored by personal visits to strengthen and cheer 
the small Corps, many of which are^truggUng to keep alive. Only by one's 
presence in these weak Corps can they reaUze the uphill work under which 
their members are working. A visit from a Department officer means 
much to them, and I believe that the small expense necessary for the 
visit of the Department President to these Corps is money well 
expended. 



REUEF WORK. 

The one great object of our Order is to aid such veterans and their 
dependent ones as need our assistance. 

Knowing that changes ofttimes prove beneficial in all organibations, I 
deemed it best to make a change in the Relief Committee that had served 
this Department so faithfully for many years, and by this change to bring 
new ideas and new life into the work. 

The new Committee had but just organized when the great calamity 
that fell upon the city of Chelsea, and by which many veterans of the Civil 
War were rendered homeless, brought to us the realization that a severe 
duty had been imposed upon us. 

Only those who visited Headquarters can appreciate the magnitude of 
the work that was so suddenly thrust upon the Committee. 

For six weeks four members of the Committee were on duty from 10 a.m. 
to 4 P.M. daily. The Chairman, Mrs, Lyman, was on hand early and late 
for eight weeks, during which time nearly three hundred boxes and barrels 
were unpacked and repacked. 

This extra labor was made necessary on account of the contracted space 
of the local committee in Chelsea, and they requested that the various 
articles be separated and boxed by themselves. 

To all Corps and individuals who so promptly responded to the call for 
the aid of the Chelsea sufferers I extend my heartfelt thanks. As there 
is still a balance remaining in the Chelsea Fire Fund, and as we a*e having 
occasional calls from some of the sufferers, I offer 
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RecemmendoHon No, 1. That the balance of the Chelsea Fire Fund be 
kept for the relief of any of the Chelsea sufferers who may be in needJ 

The report of the Relief Committee shows the work that has been accom- 
plished. I heartily approve of all its actions, and especially approve the 
recommendation of the Committee that the two ladies, Mrs: Latour and 
Mrs. Fisher, be cared for by this Department through the remainder of 
their lives. 

The Relief Fund has received two valuable additions during the year, 
receiving $800 from the Military Bazaar, that being one-half of the proceeds 
of the Bazaar, and a Christmas gift of $100 from the members of the Depart- 
ment Executive Board. I trust all future boards will strive to emulate 
the example set by that of 1908. 

The members of the Department Relief Committee have been faithful 
to the trust reposed in theni, and I give them my sincere thanks for the 
services they have so generously rendered. 

I am pleased to report that, with the exception of the extra expenses 
incurred on account of the Chelsea fire, the members of the Relief Com- 
mittee have donated all expenses incurred in the performance of their duty 
to the Department Relief Fund. 

I feel that the Chairman of the Committee, Mrs. Dorcas H. Lyman, is 
entitled to special mention. She has been a tirdeas and faithful worker, 
and has promptly responded to all calls made upon her. While it has been 
a work of love with her, in view of the fact that the Convention has for a 
number of years voted a sum of money to the Chairman of the Relief Com- 
mittee for her faithful work, I offer 

Recommendation No. 2. That the sum of twenty-five dollars be paid to 
Mrs. Lyman as a slight appreciation of her faithful work during the past year. 



EXEMPLIFICATIONS AND INSPECTIONS. 

Li accordance with the recommendation of the last Convention, the 
usual exemplifications were held this year. 

Twenty-three Corps responded to the request to exemplify, and it was 
my pleasure, in company with the Department Inspector, to attend all of 
them. 

To the Corps who so willingly responded, I tender my sincere thanks, 
for I realize it meant much worry and hard work for them. 

Under the supervision of the Department Inspector every Corps of the 
Department was regularly inspected, and the several reports of the in- 
specting officers show that as a rule the Corps are in good condition, and are 
doing all in their power to build up our Order. 

To our Department Inspector, Mrs. Lefa M. Miller, I am under the deepest 
obligation. She has proven herself a loyal and painstaking officer, and of 
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her it may well be said, " She has been weighed in the balance and not found 
wanting." 

From my personal observation I believe that exemplifications are a 
great benefit to the Order, and I offer 

Recommendation No, 3. That exempUfications be continued the coming 
year. 

GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC. 

What can I say of this grand organization that has not been said over 
and over again during the thirty years the Massachusetts Woman's Relief 
Corps has been permitted to work side by side with it, in caring for the 
Union veterans and their dependent ones? And yet I should feel that I 
had not been true to the trust placed in my hands if I did not pay to this 
noble body of men some tribute expressing the high esteem in which they 
are held by our Order, for we realize that it is to the Union veterans that 
we are indebted for the great blessings we are enjoying today of a free and 
united country. 

It was my pleasure on New Year's Day to send to the Department of 
Massachusetts a check of S800 as a gift from the Department of Massachu- 
setts Woman's Relief Corps, which was acknowledged by Commander Roe 
in the following letter:

soldiers' HOME. 

Of the many duties I have been called upon to assume, none have given 
me more pleasure than my visits to the Soldiers' Home in Chelsea. Be- 
lieving that to be in closer touch with the Home would be a benefit, both to 
it and to our Order as weD, I appointed a committee of twenty-five, which I 
designated **The Soldiers' Home Aides." 

The members have made many individual visits to the Home, and have 
given two very interesting entertainments for the pleasure of the inmates 
of the Home. 

I have made two visits to the Home, and could not help realizing the 
fact that the comrades greatly appreciate the visits of the members of our 
Order, thus giving renewed evidence that the Woman's Relief Corps do not 
forget the boys on the hill. 

Believing that the Department President should be in close touch with 
the work of all committees, and especially of such an important one as the 
Soldiers' Home Dormitory Committee, I offer 

Recomrnendation No, 4. That the Soldiers' Home Dormitory Committee 
hold quarterly meetings at which the Department President, Senior and 
Junior Vice-Presidents, Secretary and Treasurer shall be present to confer 
as to the best methods of using the fund donated to the Dormitory. 

It has been the custom in past years to turn over all contributions from 
Corps for the Soldiers' Home not especially donated for the Dormitory to 
the Trustees of the Home, who have placed it in the hands of the Soldiers' 
Home Treasurer and expended for general purposes. 

Inasmuch as the Department of Massachusetts Woman's Relief Corps 
have assumed the care of the Dormitory, and bears all the expense in the 
support of the same, I believe it to be for the best interests of our Order 
that this money should be at our command for the care of the Dormitory; 
I therefore offer 

Recommendation No. 5. That hereafter all contributions for the Soldiers' 
Home, not specially designated, shall be placed in the Dormitory Fund. 

As many Corps send contributions for Christmas at the Home, and some 
are not received in time to be available, and as the amount is not large 
enough to give a present to each inmate of the Home, I offer 

Recommendation No, 6. That the Christmas remembrances sent through 
the Department consist of fruit and flowers for the Hospital, and a gift for 
each man in the Dormitory and rooms 39, 40 and 41. 
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As the tDmatee of the different rooms mre remembered by the Corpe having 
chai^ of the TOGma^ it would aeem bat fair t^iat this Department should 
especially remember the men in the W.R.C. Dormitory, and Departrajent 
rooms 39, 40, 41, and I offer 

Recommendation No. 7. TTiat each inmate of the Dormitory and Depart- 
ment rooms be given a gift not to exceed fifty cents in value, and that the 
purchase of the same be made by the Dormitory Conunittee. 

MBMORIAL DAY. 

Onward, onward, they are marching, 

With th«r life's work neariy done! 
In the ranks of God's Grand Army 

They're enlisting one by one. 

The one day that is filled with sad but sweet memory comes to us each 
year, and reminds us that the ranks of the Boys in Blue are growing thinner 
day by day, and as we strew our flowers over the graves of those who have 
joined the great army on the other side of the river, let us each renew our 
pledge to do even more in the future than we have in the past for the com- 
fort of those who are still with us. 

At the Twenty-ninth Annual Convention it wisis voted that flowers be 
placed on the graves of Mrs. E. Florence Barker, our first National President, 
and on that of Mrs. Lizabeth A. Turner, our first National Treasurer, on 
Memorial Day. 

In accordance with this vote I visited the Forest Dale Cemetery early 
on the morning of May 30 and placed bouquets of flowers upon each of the 
above-named graves. 

Presuming that this action was adopted by the Convention in remem- 
brance of the faithful work of these women, I offer 

Recommendation No, 8. That hereafter, in place of the bouquet of flowers, 
there shall be placed upon their graves a laurel wreath with a red, white and 
blue ribbon attached, emblematical of the loyalty and patriotism of these 
two pioneers of the Woman's Relief Corps. 

At the same Convention it was also voted "that this custom be carried 
out each year after the death of a prominent member of the Department." 

Realizing there may be a difference of opinion as to what should con- 
stitute a prominent member, I offer 

Recommendation No, 9. That only the graves of our pioneer leaders 
shall be decorated by the Department on Memorial Day. 

THE LIZABETH A. TURNER MEMORIAL. 

It was with pleasure, yet with a heart filled with sadness, that I attended 
the dedicatory exercises at Forest Dale Cemetery on Memorial Sunday 
to accept, in behalf of the Department, the boulder the committee had erected 
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there hb a memorial to ova: loved and horidved m^iber, lizabeth A. 
Tiinier. 

Too much credit cannot be given the Committee for their most excdlent 
work, Befievii^ it to be appropriate, I oiler 

Recommendaiwn No, 10. That a picture of the memorial be printed in 
the Journal. 

PATRIOTIC EDUCATION. 

Next to our work of relief comes the important work of patriotic education 
in our schoc^. It ub of t^ utmost importance that this work be placed in 
ihe hmds of those who are in close touch witli the school authorities. 

This work filM>uld not cease when the flag has been ^aced in the schoolr 
rooms, foiH it ^ould be followed with gifts of patriotic pictures, oleographs, 
etc., so the children may have constantly before them that which will tend 
to arouse a patriotic sentiment in their hearts. 

In order to give increased force to this work I appointed a committee 
of twenty-five which I de^gnated Patriotic Aides. This committee have 
not only performed the usual work required in this connection, but have, 
by their own efforts, raised and turned over to the Department the sum of 
$71 to be used in patriotic work. Through this act of theirs no appropria- 
tion will be called for to pay for the flag which will be presented to a high 
school this year. 

During the year I received a request from Rev. Lucy C. McGee for a 
fl^ for the Fresh Air Camp at South Athol, under the supervision of the 
Morgan Memorial. The flag was sent them and the following letter of 
thanks was received from Dr. McGee:

President Massachusetts Woman's Relief Corps, 

Dear Mrs. Wadstvorth: The beautiful flag which you presented to the Morgan 
Memorial Fresh Air Camp is now displayed as a backgroimd of Ldncoln's picture. 
It came at an opportune moment, when the crowds visiting the Festival of 
Months in progress at Morgan Memorial may see and rejoice with us. 

There is now in the hands of the printer an order for a placard, which will be 
displayed with the flag:

As our Delegate-at-Large has an interesting and concise report of our 
journey to and from Toledo, and of the doings of Convention, I will not go 
into details, except to say that in the absence of the Chairman of the Cam- 
paign Committee, Mrs. Fuller, who was detained at home on account of 
illness, it devolved upon me, as your President, to place the name of our 
Massachusetts candidate before the National Convention for their con- 
sideration. 

This I did to the best of my abiUty, reaUzing that the same women who 
had elected me as their leader in Massachusetts would expect me to do all 
in my power to help elect their candidate as the National leader, and I assure 
you it was most gratifying to me that we came back to Massachusetts with 
Mrs. Mary L. Gilman as our National President. 

The delegates from Massachusetts were in constant attendance at all 
the sessions of the Convention, which was greatly appreciated by the De- 
partment President. 

The Massachusetts Department reception was all that I could wish, and 
I am deeply grateful to Mrs. Nettie D. Hill and her assistants for the pains- 
taking manner in which every detail of the reception was carried out.

Too much encouragement cannot be given this organization by the 
Woman's Relief Corps. Let us by words of cheer and encour^ement show 
our interest in the organization, and seek to impress them with the fact that 
they are an important factor in our great patriotic family. 

DAUGHTERS OP VETERANS. 

From its conception I have been deeply interested in this Order banded 
together, having as their motto, "The Flag our fathers saved." They 
are working zealously for the comfort of the veterans. With this unity of 
purpose to bind the two organizations together, I invoke the hearty co- 
operation of the Woman's Relief Corps in helping to strengthen this body 
of women, and trust that the two organizations may work together in 
harmony for many years. 

OTHER ALLIED ORGANIZATIONS. 

To those women of other organizations who' are laboring in the interest 
of the Union veterans I extend greetings. 

While I regret that we cannot all work together under one banner, I 
believe that we can meet and greet each other as sisters,^ and all work in 
harmony for the best interests of the men who gave their best years to save 
this great Republic. 

DEPARTMENT HEADQUARTERS. 

During the year, by vote of the Council, a new desk was provided at Head- 
qua^rs for the use of the President, and it has added greatly to the general 
appearance of the room. 
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Our collection of pictures at Headquarters has been increased by the 
addition of that of Mrs. Josephine A. Burdick, who was our Department 
President in 1899. 

We have also had presented the first Treasurer's Bond ever issued in 
this Order by Mrs. Mary F. Merchant, who was our first Department 
Treasurer. 

Three "Social Days*' have been held at Headquarters during the year: 
Open house by the Headquarters Aides; celebration of the Twenty-fifth 
Anniversary of the Woman's ReUef Corps by the Department Relief Com- 
mittee, and the observance of McKinley's birthday under the direction of 
the Department Patriotic Aides. These affairs were largely attended, and 
were greatly enjoyed by all. 

I have been at Headquarters every week day during the year, excepting 
when out of the city on official business, and have greatly enjoyed meeting 
those members who have visited our Department home. 

As many of the National and Department Journals on file at Headquarters 
were paper covered I have, through the kindness of Mr. E. B. Stillings, 
been able to substitute cloth-bound copies, so that we have in our bookcase 
at Headquaiters a complete set of cloth-bound Journals, both National and 
Department. 

The safe at Headquarters is an ancient and entirely inadequate affair, 
and as it ofttimes happens that considerable money is received after banking 
hours, I believe this Convention should take some action looking to more 
secure and commodious accommodations for our funds and the books of 
the Secretary and Treasurer; and I therefore offer 

Recommendation No, 13. That a larger and more modem safe be pro- 
vided for Headquarters. 

I have endeavored to find some way in which the expenditures of this 
Department could be lessened. One of the most important items of ex- 
pense is the pubUcation of our Journals of Proceedings. 

It has been customary in late years to print 1,200 copies, a number, in 
my opinion, far in excess of what it should be, and at an expense of from 
$900 to $1,400 annually. I beUeve this is a good place to begin our reduction, 
and I offer 

Recommendation No. 14. That this Convention authorize an edition of 
750 copies of its Journal of Proceedings, seventy-five of which shall be 
cloth bound for libraries, etc. 

I find much valuable space at Headquarters is occupied by old reports. 
General Orders, etc., all of which are printed in our Journals. That this 
space may be made available I offer 

Recommendation No, 15. That a committee of five be appointed with 
full powers to destroy all obsolete papers and books at Headquarters. The 
Convention of last year adopted a recommendation of the Secretary whereby 
it voted that a complete set of delegates to National Convention badges 
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be airanged in an album, and that all missing badges be feprinted at an 
expense not to exceed ten dollars. 

I have been unable to find any badges at all at Headquarters, and as it 
would cost much more than ten doUars to reprint them all, I have not carried 
the recomm«idation into effect. 

As I believe any expense in that direction would be useless and uncalled 
for, I offer 

Recommendation No, 16. That no further action be taken in the matter. 



SPECIAL AIDES. 

I am aware that my appointment of so large a number of Special Aides 
has been the subject of considerable criticism. 

I will say that in viating the different Corps I found many members of 
our Order who, for twenty years and more, have been constant and willing 
workers in our Order, and believing that such long and continued service 
was entitled to recognition, I endeavored to ascertain the names of those 
who had been members twenty years or more, and who had never received 
Department honors; and to those I have conferred the honor of Special 
Aide, thus enabling them to wear the red ribbon badge, an honor I feel 
they have justly earned. 

That this action was appreciated I am convinced by the many kind letters 
I have received thanking me for the honor conferred. 

Many of these women were seventy years of age and more, and some of 
them have been members of our Order for nearly thirty years. 



MILITARY BAZAAR. 

Early in the year I realized that some steps should be taken to increase 
the Department ReUef Fund, if we were to carry on that work as we had 
been doing. 

I presented the matter to the Executive Board at its first meeting, and 
at ihe next meeting it was imanimously voted to hold a Military Bazaar in 
November, the proceeds of which were to be used solely for the benefit of 
the Union veterans. 

It was also voted that one-half the amount raised should be placed in 
the Department Relief Fund, and the other half presented to the Department 
of Massachusetts Grand Army of the Republic. The committees were 
appointed, and the week of November 9 was selected as the date. 

Col. Charles P. Nutter of the Coast Artillery Gbrps acted as Chief Marshal, 
and he was accompanied by a number of prominent military gentlemen as 
members of his Staff. 

Hirough the earnest work of the Committee, in which they were loyally 
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seconded by the Corps and members throughout the Department, by the 
valuable assistance rendered by the Ladies' Aid Association, the Army 
Nurses, the Sons and Daughters of Veterans, and the Sons of Veterans 
Auxiliary, the Bazaar was made both a social and financial success. 

Full details will be found in the report of the Chairman of the Bazaar 
Committee. 

To all who aided in anyway toward the success of the undertaking I 
tender my sincere thanks. 

ladies' aid fair. 

By invitation of the Ladies' Aid Association of the Soldiers' Home, the 
Department of Massachusetts Woman's Relief Corps furnished a table 
at the fair given by that organization in Lorimer Hall, Tremont Temple. 
Much interest was manifested by our members, and the sum of %25 1 .07 was 
turned over to the Treasurer as the proceeds of the Woman's Relief Corps 
table. 

RECEPTION TO THE NATIONAL PRESIDENT. 

On December 29 a reception was tendered to our National President, 
Mrs. Mary L. Oilman, and her National Secretary, Mrs. Maria W. Ooing, in 
Howe Hall, Boston. 

It was a most successful affair, and the attendance was estimated at from 
five to six hundred. 

The hall was handsomely decorated by Mr. Caleb P. Buckman free of 
expense, and I extend to him the thanks of this Department for his generous 
action. 

OFFICIAL VISITS AND PUBLIC GATHERINGS. 

Many invitations have been received, and while it was impossible to 
accept them all, I have tried to give my time where I felt it was most needed 
for the welfare of our Order. 

I have been the guest of 118 Corps. I have attended 23 exemplifications, 
34 inspections, 21 County Association meetings, 17 anniversaries, 8 banquets, 
8 receptions, dedication of two soldiers' monuments, was the guest of 7 
Posts, and of the New Hampshire Veteran Association at the Weirs, de- 
livered the Memorial Day Address at Stoughton, and have installed the 
officers of 20 Corps. I have also attended 9 gatherings of the Sons and 
Daughters of Veterans. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 

To the members of my own Corps 20, and of Post 2, G.A.R., for their 
loyalty to me during the years I have been a Department officer, and for 
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the reception tendered to me after my election, I tender the love of a grateful 
heart. 

To our members, one and all, I tender my heartfelt thanks for the loyal 
manner in which they have stood by me during the year. 

To our 1 Department Secretary, Mrs. Hattie M. Tuttle, I give special 
thanks. While she has labored imder adverse circumstances, she has 
performed her duties in a most acceptable manner, and has proven a great 
help to me. 

To our Department Treasurer, Mrs. Sarah E. Fuller, I am indebted for 
many courtesies. Our relations have been pleasant, and in thanking her 
for her kindness I desire to couple with it the hope that the balance of her 
life may be filled with peace and happiness. 

To Mrs. Carolyn R. Morse of the Executive Board, and Mrs. Annie F. 
Wiley, Assistant Press Correspondent, I am under great obligations for 
the many days of service they have given at Headquarters. 

My Senior Aide, Mrs. Nina B. Lovejoy, has indeed been an Aide with all 
that the word implies. For her loyalty and faithful work I extend to her 
my deepest thanks. 

To the members of the Official Staff I give my thanks for the support they 
have given me on all occasions. 

To my Soldiers' Home Aides for the interest they have manifested, to 
my Patriotic Aides for the grand work they have done, and to my Head- 
quarters Aides, who have been untiring in their desires to advance the 
interest of the Department, I give special thanks. 

To the Aides and Assistant Inspectors I extend my sincere thanks for 
the services they have so cheerfully rendered, and I would especially thank 
the Assistant Inspectors for the generous donation of their expenses to the 
ReUef Fund. 

Nor would I forget our loyal friend, Mr. E. B. Stillings. For the many 
courtesies received at his hands I am deeply grateful.

The Quarterly Conference meetings of the Committee with the first five 
officers of the Department are full of interest, and each member seems to 
be brought more in touch with this great work for which we are banded 
together.

Mrs. Fuller, Department Treasurer, with whom I 
have spent so many pleasant, happy hours, has been more than kind and 
friendly, and my heart goes out to her with love, sympathy and appreciation 
of it all. To Mrs. Carolyn R. Morse, member of the Executive Board, I am 
indebted for clerical assistance, given gladly and willingly, and desire in this 
public way to express my appreciation and heartfelt thanks. To Mrs. Mary 
Cobb, and to all who have helped me in any way, and to those who remem- 
bered me at holiday time, I give my sincere thanks. A framed portrait 
of Past Department President Mrs. Josephine A. Burdick was received 
from Corps No. 32 of North Adams, and is now hung upon the walls at Head- 
quarters, and the Corps received the grateful thanks of the Department 
Council. 

There have been issued from Headquarters twelve General Orders, four 
circular letters of the Department President and thirteen National General 
Orders and circulars. As the mailing list is large, these, together with numer- 
ous blanks, documents and invitations, mean a large amount of writing and 
the use of many thousand envelopes. There have been numerous com- 
mittee meetings the past year in the interest of our Order, which have brought 
forth fruit. 

We kept open house two days when the Federation of Women's Clubs 
met in Boston, and we had many visitors, among them Mrs. Elizabeth D'Arcy 
Kinne of California, Past National President, Mrs. Geraldine E. Frisbee 
of California, Past National Senior Vice-President, and Mrs. Alice Snyder, 
now National Inspector, whom we were proud to welcome at that 
time. 

Another memorable occasion was the celebration of our becoming a National 
Order twenty-five years ago, July 25. Though the clouds were heavy and 
the rain came down in torrents, it did not quench the ardor of the many 
friends who came to grace the occasion with their presence. 

Thanks to the Relief Committee who had charge, the rooms being beauti- 
fully decorated and the refreshments were simple and bountiful. 

To Comrade E . B. Stillings we were indebted for a lovely bouquet of 
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twenty-five American Beauty roses, not only in their beauty, but in their 
fragrance, speaking of a comrade's loyalty to our Order. 

We were honored by the presence of our Department Commander and 
Staff of the Grand Army, and also our candidate for National President, 
Mrs. Mary L. Oilman. These, with comrades and members of our Order, 
filled the rooms. Mrs. Wadsworth, in her usual happy way, introduced in 
succession the different ones, who responded with remarks apt to the occa- 
sion, and then she presented to Mrs. Fuller, from the officers, a cut-glass 
vase with some pinks, as a token of their love to her as one of the pioneers 
twenty-five years ago. 

January 29, McKinley's birthday, the patriotic Aides kept open house 
in the rooms at Headquarters, which were delightful in every way. The 
rooms were decorated beautifully with flags, McKinley's picture and red 
carnations, McKinley's favorite flower. Each Aide and Department officer 
wore one, and one was given to each comrade present. The refreshments 
were delicious, and to add to the occasion, Mrs. Nettie Hill, as Chairman, 
presented in a pleasing way, in behalf of the patriotic Aides, a beautiful 
handkerchief to the Department President, who responded in a feeling man- 
ner. The members of the Order and friends with the comrades were coming 
and going from two until five o'clock. Thus ended the last of the pleasant 
social gatherings at Headquarters.

DEPARTMENT OF MASSACHUSETTS, W.R.C. 105 

The year just passed has proved one of the hardest m the history of our 
Department. The appalling disaster which befell the city of Chelsea, and 
by which so many veterans' families, and also many members of our Order, 
suffered the loss of homes and everything except life, brought to our hearts 
the great needs of those fire sufferers. Almost before the smoke had cleared 
our Department President and the Department Relief Committee were on 
the spot, and from that hour for nearly six weeks our Headquarters was a 
busy place. 

With a matchless spirit of fraternity did our Corps respond to this call 
for relief, and money poured in to provide food and shelter for the homeless 
ones, but the great work was bravely and cheerfully done. To care for the 
great fimd and its expenditure called for weeks of extra l^bor; but the 
blessing came with the knowledge that again had our Order stood the test 
of trial in an emergency such as rarely comes to any people, and the bond 
between the veterans and their auxiliary was strengthened "so as by fire." 

The routine office work has been but a repetition of previous years, quar- 
terly reports being the one great care; but so long as Corps have new officers 
each year, perhaps we may never arrive at absolutely correct reports; but 
why not, if every Corps President could but realize that the reputation of 
the Department at National Headquarters rests upon her carefulness? But 
to my sister Treasurers I must give credit for almost perfect reports, as last 
quarter but three were returned for correction; and for their efforts I thank 
each one. 

The Department President spent most of her time at Headquarters, 
giving personal attention to every detail of the work, especially the dis- 
tribution of the Chelsea Fund, and for which she deserves great credit. 
The Military Bazaar was a financial success, and enabled us again to report 
the Department ReHef Fund in good condition. 

Our relations were always pleasant, and I am indebted to her for con- 
stant kindness. Of course I greatly missed Miss Elliot, who, by her long 
years of experience and knowledge of our laws, had made herself a tower 
of strength on which all our officers leaned for help, but Mrs. Tuttle proved 
an efficient, painstaking Secretary, prompt and faithful; and my thanks 
are due her for many favors and kindly help. 

That. I was unable to go to Toledo was a great disappointment, but the 
serious accident to my foot made it impossible, and my only comfort was in 
the kind messages from Department President and many members. These 
cheered my heart and helped to bear the pain and loneliness. Throughout 
the year it was a source of regret that I could not accept the many invita- 
tions to gatherings of Posts and Corps, but my health was not equal to the 
demands, and I am sure this report will prove that duty called me at my 
desk , but in the midst of many cares Headquarters has always been a pleasant 
place. 

The reception of members on McKinley Day was largely attended, De- 
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partment Commander Roe and his Staff, with many comrades, honored us 
by their presence. 

The Department Council presented me with a beautiful cut-glass vase 
filled with white roses, in honor of my seventieth birthday; and at the 
delightful lunch given by the Department Relief Committee I was not only 
a guest, but received a lovely china cracker jar from the members. 

For all these gifts and courtesies, with the lovely flowers, and many 
boxes of sweets that came to my desk, I am' deeply grateful; and now we 
come to the "parting of the ways" (my heart and pen almost refuse to 
say) and official separation. 

During the seventeen years of my service as Department Treasurer the 
Order has grown, and the demands increased by many lines of work. The 
introduction of the flag service as a part of our ritualistic work added greatly 
to the business of Headquarters, and to meet the calamities that befell 
the Departments of Nebraska, Texas and California, the flood sufferers of 
Johnstown, Pa., the fire at Jacksonville, Fla., as well as that of Chelsea 
in our own Department, brought an amount of work hardly realized by any 
except those in close touch with Headquarters and the books of Department 
Treasurer. 

By careful addition of my seventeen annual reports I find the total amount 
of receipts to have been $201 ,463.80, every dollar of which has been accounted 
for, as attested by the several auditing committees, and I lay down the work 
happy in the consciousness of having tried to be faithful to every trust placed 
in my keeping. 

During all these years I have received constant helpfulness and kindness 
from my associates in office, and I desire to express to each and all my 
sincere appreciation of what they have been to me.

E. V. Sumner Corps No. 1 of Fitchburg. The Corps as a body attended 
the Sabbath memorial service, assisting the veterans on Memorial Day. 
Four hundred soldiers' graves were decorated. The usual memorials were 
prepared. 

Charles Beck Corps No. 2 of Cambridge. Previous to Memorial Day 
the graves of twenty-one members were decorated. Flowers were placed 
in the memorial urn for the Unknown Dead. The graves of five army nurses 
were decorated. The children were given dinner with the Post, invited 
guests and Sons and Daughters of Veterans, 250 in all.

Members of the Corps, with 
Mrs. Sarfth E. Fuller, held a memorial service for the Uiiknown Dead. 

P. T. Wyman Corps No. 6 of Holliston. Memorial address by Comrade 
Rev. B. F. Lawrence, Chaplain of Post 6; 4 vases of flowers at the monument. 
Exercises at the monument were omitted on account of rain. Assisted in 
decorating graves at Lake Grove Cemetery. The graves of 17 members were 
decorated with baskets of flowers. 

Fletcher Webster Corps No. 7 of Brockton. Through the efforts of our 
Corps a beautiful Soldiers' Monument has been erected this year. Memorial 
Day exercises were begun by Post, Corps and children at the monument, 
in strewing flowers and decorating monument with laurel and flags.

The fact that all but nine Corps reported at the exemplifications proves 
the interest of the members in the work of the Order, and their desire to 
properly perform the ritualistic work. The attendance at all meetings was 
excellent; over 3,000 members reporting. Fifteen Department officers, 9 
Vfist Presidents and nearly all the Assistant Inspectors were present at some 
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one of the meetings; the Departments of Vermont, New Hampshire, New 
York, Rhode Island and California were also represented. The largest 
attendance was at Whitman, the smallest at Bourne. 

Taken as a whole, the work of the Corps was excellent : some excelling, 
the work being almost perfect, others not as proficient in the ritualistic work, 
but always living up to and striding to carry out the principles of our Order, 
in care for the veteran and his dependent ones. 

I feel sure that everj- meeting proved a help and benefit to the visiting 
members; and heartily belie\'ing that the exemplifications are beneficial 
to the Order, I trust that they may be continued. To all the Corps 
who so kindly consented to exemplify the work, and so generously 
entertained the Department officers attending, I desire to express my sincere 
thanks, and assure them that all their efforts have been heartily appreciated, 
and have helped to make my year an exceedingly happy one. 

INSTRUCTIONS. 

The "Instructions to Corps Presidents and Asvsistant Inspectors," issued 
this year, were the result of much careful thought: and everj' effort was 
made to have each and ever}' part of the work made as plain as possible. 
If each officer would strive for perfection in her own indi\'idual work, care- 
fully reading aU the fine print of the ritual, and following closely the printed 
"Instructions," the work performed must necessarily be nearly perfect. 

I regret to say that, like my predecessor, I am forced by observation to 
the belief that sometimes " Instructions " are filed without being read. 

INSPECTIONS. 

Believing that the smaller and far distant Corps are entitled to the same 
recognition and consideration as the larger Corps, and that many were 
becoming discouraged under existing conditions, your Department Ptesident 
and Inspector in preparing for the inspections arranged to \'isit several of 
the small Corps, hoping by their presence and words of encouragement to 
renew the interest of the members, and, if possible, give new impetus to their 
work. To me these \isits were a revelation; not ha\'ing had the slightest 
idea under what conditions some of our Corps were working. I only wonder 
that some of them had not long ago given up the struggle and surrendered 
their Charters. One has to visit personally such a Corps to understand all 
the difficulties under which the good work is carried on; all remaining true 
to their obligation and doing the very best they can. These Corps, I feel, 
should receive the hearty commendation of every member of this Depart- 
ment. To these Corps your Department President spoke most eloquently, 
giving them words of encouragement and advice, and I am sure each one 
was benefited in some way by our visit. A visit from Department officers 
is appreciated, and I shall always have a special interest in these little Corps, 
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and trust that they may often receive encouragement from Headquarters, 
and be blessed with renewed prosperity and success; but I believe that some, 
if left by themselves, will be lost to our Department. 

I have learned by experience that the present system of sending as Assist- 
ant Inspector a President or Past President from one Corps to a neighboring 
Corps does not give satisfaction to our members. They are trying to per- 
form the work to the best of their ability, and it is only just and fair that one 
thoroughly competent to instruct, as well as inspect, be sent to them. I 
know this is done for the sake of economy ; but if we are to still cling to the 
idea of having the ritualistic work uniform throughout this Department, 
some other method must be adopted. Would it not give better satisfaction 
and be the means of attaining better results if all inspections were made by 
twenty or more assistants, thoroughly instructed and drilled by one com- 
petent? I think the satisfaction of understanding and performing the work 
properly would offset any extra expense incurred. To my Assistant In- 
spectors my sincere thanks are due for their faithfulness in the performance 
of their duties. Many attended eight or ten of the exemplifications, thus 
showing a desire to thoroughly prepare for the duty assigned to them. Some 
have performed extra work, owing to the resignation of others; to these I 
am especially grateful, also to the Instructors. They all did their work 
well and their efforts are truly appreciated. To those who so kindly donated 
their expenses to the Department Relief Fund I can only say ''well done,'' 
and offer them my sincere thanks for this expression of their interest in this 
branch of our work. All have given freely of their time and strength and 
are deserving of hearty commendation. I shall always have pleasant mem- 
ories of our year's work together, and the many kind and friendly letters 
received will always be treasured. 

My official work for the year is as folows: I have attended all Council 
meetings, was present at twenty-three exemplifications, inspected thirty- 
six Corps, installed the officers of Corps 80, Westboro, and Corps 13, Norwell, 
acted as Conductor for the Department President at the installation at 
Grafton, was present as a guest at the inspection of Corps 116, Amherst, and 
Corps 43 of Arlington, was present at the Ladies' Aid Fair, attended the 
reception given to the Department President and Department Secretary 
by Corps 20 of South Boston, reception to Department officers given by 
Corps 68, Dorchester, reception to Department Chaplain tendered by Corps 
80, Westboro, receptions to the Department President and Inspector at 
Leominster and Orange, to Department officers at Arlington; my sincere 
thanks are extended to my own Corps for the reception given to me and 
my associate officers, and for all the courtesies tendered me at that time; 
was present at the anniversaries of Corps 30, Beverly, and 63 of Roxbury, 
also the dedication of the monument erected to the memory of Lizabeth 
A. Turner, attended the reception tendered by the Daughters of Veterans 
of Clinton to the veterans of the town, have had the pleasure of attending 
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three meetings of Suffolk County Association, three of Worcester County, 
two of Norfolk, one of Middlesex, one of Barnstable, one of Plymouth and 
represented the Department at Hampshire and Hampden County at East- 
hampton, also represented the Department at reception to Commander-in- 
Chief of the Sons of Veterans at Worcester. My last duty was to examine 
books of Department Secretary and Treasurer, which I have foimd neatly 
and correctly kept. To the many Corps from which I received invitations 
which I was unable to accept I tender my sincere thanks. I wish also to 
express my appreciation for the beautiful souvenirs given, and the many 
courtesies shown me. This year will truly be remembered as one of the 
happiest of my life. 

I can scarcely realize that a year has passed away; that we have come to 
the *' parting of the ways," and that official ties must be severed. My asso- 
ciations with all Department officers have been most pleasant and I trust that 
the friendships formed this year may last forever.

Madam: I have the honor to present the following report as Department 
Counselor for the year 1908, My appointment to this responsible office 
was a very great surprise to me, but the duties have been extremely pleasant 
and in no wise arduous. Thanks to the superior knowledge of the laws 
of our Order, the wise judgment in the administration of them, and the 
imtiring fidelity and devotion of our Department President, Mrs. Wads- 
worth, the work of the Counselor can be briefly told. 

The following questions have been answered according to the laws of 
our Order: 

Question 1. Can a Corps have special funds if the same are reported 
as a part of the General Fund? 

Answer. See Red Book (1906 edition), page 145. 

Question 2. Can members of Corps who are Department or Past De- 
partment officers wear Department badges at Corps meetings? 

Answer. They may when not Corps officers. Such, while in office, 
should wear the badge designating the same. See Red Book (1906 edition), 
page 155. 

Question 3. Should Bible be closed on altar during balloting? 
Answer. The Bible should always be open upon the altar. See Red 
Book (1906 edition), page 61. 

Question 4. Should Color Bearers be seated before ballot is announced? 
Answer. Color Bearers should be seated when President taps gavel 
for those on her left to be seated. See 1908 Ritual, page 43. 

Question 5. Can a Corps omit reciting officers' duties? 
Answer. No. Corps must open and close in form. 

Question 6. When does the Guard report from her station? 
Answer. When there are no candidates in waiting. 

Question 7. Who pays the bills contracted by the Executive Committee? 
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Answer. All bills of Committee shall be audited by the Chairman 
and presented to Corps for action (unless Committee are given full power). 
See Red Book (1906 edition), page 59. 

Question 8. What books of the Secretary are examined quarterly? 
Answer. Her Order or Stub Book only. See Red Book (1906 edition), 
page 57. 

Question 9. Can a comrade of the Grand Army of the Republic install 
the officers-elect of a Corps? 

Answer. If members of our Order are not available he can, but he 
miist be detailed by the Department President, as he is not a member of the 
Woman's Relief Corps. See Red Book (1906 edition), page 50. 

I appreciate the honor of the appointment, not only for myself, but for 
the Corps of which I am a member, and have performed the duties to the 
best of my ability. The President and myself have been friends and co- 
workers for many years, and the experience of the past year has increased 
our mutual respect and esteem.

Patriots' Day, the Patriotic Instructor explaining the meaning 
and why they were given. The superintendent and School Board 
were present. A pleasant and instructive afternoon was also spent 
in the ninth grade, when charts were presented; a fine program 
had been prepared and was enjoyed by parents, superintendent 
and clergy. Flag Day was observed in all the churches, it being 
Children's Day. Memorial Day at the schools was of interest to 
the parents, the Patriotic Instructor was asked by the veterans to 
address the children that day.

75, Hyannis. No report. 
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Mrs. Lizzie Venables Nickerson writes from North Hatfield: "I had 
the school children accompany me to the bridge which spans the Connecticut 
River, Memorial Day, and held the service for the Soldier and Sailor Dead, 
which was very impressive. At South Deerfield I had the children take 
part in the service for the Unknown Dead. I am now preparing an enter- 
tainment for the purpose of purchasing a flag for the schoolhouse in 
the town." 

Some few Corps have sent no report, some no reasons, others sickness 
and death had prevented the Instructor doing anything, others the Corps 
were so small there were not enough members to have an Instructor, and 
still others that no one could be found willing to be the Instructor. To 
those Corps who cannot have an Instructor I would urge that some large 
Corps near by would go to them with a patriotic entertainment, given so 
the Post and public could attend, that would be a real missionary work that 
would do a great deal of good. 

I often think if a Corps President would give to her Patriotic Instructor 
the Journal of the Department Convention and ask her to read the report 
of the work of the Corps, it would be an inspiration ; also wish that the County 
Association meetings would be more on the line of reciprocity and devote 
some time to patriotic work which is so necessary and would be the most 
helpful to the greatest number. I find some Instructors have never had 
Form V given to them. Probably the decision that Form V be sent out 
in April will change that so the newly installed President can give it to the 
new Instructor. 

The present way of sending in a report of the work with Form V doesn't 
give the Instructor a chance to write up her own work, she has to go to the 
Past Instructor to find out what has been done. It seems to me it would be 
fairer to have a report sent in in December by the outgoing Instructor. 

A number of Instructors have written there is no need of their visiting 
the schools, as the work is satisfactorily done by teachers and scholars. It 
is gratifying to know teachers and scholars are interested, but the Instructor 
is losing much herself and is failing to show her interest, or our interest, in 
the schools, which is most important. My own experience has been, when 
visiting schools in my own town, surrounding towns and cities, and made 
my errand known, I have been most cordially received, have always been 
asked to speak to the children and have come away feeling I have learned 
much. Let us not forget this patriotic work is ours by right, and it is our 
duty to^w the seed when and where we can, and that which we have so 
bountifully received we must gladly give, trusting the seed sown may bring 
great results. 

Some Instructors have written they are no talkers, and do not know what 
to say. None of us know what great things are within us until we try. I 
have truly enjoyed the reading books, "The True Citizen," "Civic Reader 
for New Americans," and "Good Citizenship," sent to me by the American 
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Book Compajiy and from them have culled many stories and applied them 
to local affairs, which have interested the children and greatly benefited me. 

Today, with the schools so full of the required work, we cannot hope to do 
much there, and from close observation in schools, Sunday Schools and kin- 
dred organizations I am firmly convinced it is the parents we should interest, 
we should kindle into fiame the spirit of patriotism that is within them; it 
is only a lack of thought, not keeping track of the days as they come, that 
makes them seemingly indifferent. A wide-awake program and a rigid 
observance on our part of all important days, the program specially appli- 
cable to the day, and a personal invitation will do much as is shown by the 
large and appreciative audiences reported by the Instructors on the almost 
imiversal observance of Flag Day. 

Peace and Arbitration Day is reported as observed under Good of the 
Order. Peace should certainly mean much to us, and although we must 
teach war as a matter of history, still I think it no discourtesy to our dearly 
beloved veterans to teach our children peace; that a great nation is not 
made by war, but only by worthy citizens, and "patriotism is a principle 
fraught with high impulses and noble thoughts." 

It is one of the days when Corps, Post, Camp, Tent and Sons' Auxiliary 
should plan an appropriate program and ask some minister to open his church 
for the service. I have never known one to refuse. 

I regret not being able to accept the many invitations to social functions, 
especially the receptions to our National President, National Secretary and 
Department officers, but unfortunately my good town does not encourage 
being out late, for we have no electrics to meet the late train, and I was not 
equal to the strain of a mile walk at midnight. 

Would hke to have attended the County Association meetings, but the 
Department Patriotic Instructor is so far down the line of officers she has 
no time to instruct and so there are no reports of patriotic work. I felt I 
could accomplish more by visiting schools in surrounding towns and cities. 

Have visited all the schools in my own town as well as the surrounding 
towns and several cities, and find the teachers earnest in their desire to make 
good citizens of the children. . 

During my vacation among the mountains of New Hampshire I was 
asked to speak at the morning service one Sunday, the next Sunday to the 
Sunday School, during the week to the Christian Endeavor Society and to 
the Knights of King Arthur. The audiences were attentive and apprecia- 
tive. Simday afternoons I have taken the boys of my neighborhood to 
walk in the woods and always had a story ready for them. There is no better 
way to advance himiane teaching than to interest boys in animals' ways, 
habits, manner of living, etc. It is surprising how interested they are and 
you will be in them, and they soon learn to be as thoughtful and kind to 
animals as we are. 

We hear so much of doing for the children of foreign birth, but from what 
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I have seen in my town and what I have gathered from teachers wherever 
I have been, there are no special children to work for, we need to be ev^ 
diligent among them aD, cities or towns, native or foreign. 

To you, sister members of the Woman's Reli^ Corps, who have made this 
great Department first and foremost in this ^and work, is due all the praise. 
It is my privilege and it is a great honor to record your work, and I say to you 
the needs are many, the calls are frequent and loud, but I know no call wiU 
be made in vain as long as the Woman's Relief Corps exists, and I say with 
Tiny Tim, " God bless you, every one." 

To the Department ofiBcers, with whom I have been associated, your 
untiring energies for the good of our Order have been a revelation to me. 
It has been a pleasure and a privilege to know such women, and I hope the 
friendship formed will continue, though our ways may be widely separated. 

To you, our dearly beloved President, I can only say, one of my greatest 
blessings has been to have been one of your staff of officers. You have been 
such an exemplification of justice, kindness and self-forgetfulness that those 
who have been fortunate enough to be with you this year must be better 
women as long as they live, and I most sincerely wish for your health and 
happiness for many long years to come.

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REPORT OF DEPARTMENT RELIEF COMMITTEE. 



Boston, February 12, 1909. 
Mrs. Lub Stuart Wadsworth,

Dear Madam: Another year is drawing to a close. It seems only a few 
short mcmths since you, Mrs. President, honored me with the appointment 
as Chairman of the Department Relief Committee where, with those whom 
you appointed to assist me, I have labored unceasingly in performing the 
duties connected with the office. When the Relief Committee have been 
called upon to investigate cases in homes where it seems as though never a 
ray of sunshine penetrated, except the aid that is given to these cases by 
this grand old Department, it was then that we fully realised the good work 
of our Order, and what is being accomplished. 

We had but just begim the usual routine of our work when the great 
calamity fell upon Chelsea, our sister city, and the appeal for immediate 
aid and assistance issued from Department Headquai1;ers met with such 
ready response that for the next two months after the fire every member 
of the Committee was called upon to give all possible time at Headquarters, 
and assist in unpacking and repacking the large nmnber of barrels and other 
packages, numbering over three hundred and fifty, that were constantly 
arriving. This extra work had all to be done at Headquarters in order to 
as^st the local committee in Chelsea to promptly supply the many calls 
made upon them. When the small amount of room at Headquarters, 
where all this work had to be done, is considered, our task was indeed made 
a great deal more laborious than what it otherwise would have been had we 
had more room at our command. As the valuation of secondhand clothing 
and other material that was sent in from the different Corps in the State 
is hard to estimate, the Committee will not attempt to give an itemized 
valuation from each Corps, and in this report, therefore, give only the total 
valuation, viz., total amount of money expended and material furnished 
to the Qielsea sufferers is $5,847, and which estimate I consider very con- 
servative. 

What a grand result! It demonstrates, more than Anything else, that 
when calls of distress come to us in our Order they meet with a hearty and 
generous response from our members. 

The Committee have, by their attendance at the meetings, which have 
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been held weekly every Friday afternoon, shown their untiring interest 
in their work by always being present at such times. 

Every one of the many cases that have presented themselves have been 
fully and thoroughly investigated. In some instances people applying 
for aid have been found unworthy to receive the same from our Order. 

As many of the calls made upon our Committee came from comrades, 
some of whom expressed a wish to go to Soldiers^ Homes, we deemed it ad- 
visable to confer with the Assistant Adjutant-General, Wilfred A. Wether- 
bee, of the G.A.R., feeling that he could question these apphcants and find 
out the true condition of their situation better than the members of the 
Committee could do; and, in a number of instances. Comrade Wetherbee 
was invited to attend our business meetings and confer with our visitors; 
and as a result of his close questioning, we found some of the cases unworthy 
of assistance, while three of the comrades who have heretofore been assisted 
at our Headquarters for years are now happily situated in Soldiers' Home 
at Togus, Me., and one at Dayton, O., and occasionally letters are received 
from them expressing their appreciation for what we have done for 
them. 

During the early summer we were informed that a woman was lying 
at the city morgue with no one to care for her remains. From papers found 
in her trunk it became evident that she was the widow of a Union soldier 
of the Civil War and, unless some arrangement could be made for her burial, 
she would be buried in a pauper's grave. In this instance we appealed to 
you as Department President for advice, and on your instruction, myself 
and the Secretary of the Committee visited the morgue to obtain full par- 
ticulars ; and on reporting the case as worthy of our assistance, by your order 
an order was at once placed with an undertaker to take charge of the remains 
and see that they were properly interred, and the bill sent to Headquarters. 
These instructions were fully carried out, and the body of Margaret Smith 
now rests in Mt. Hope Cemetery, and the deed of the grave is in the safe 
at Headquarters. 

Such cases as these are little known to the outside world, but it is most 
gratifying to our members to realize that we are banded together for the 
grand and noble work of caring for the Union veterans and their dependent 
ones. 

One cannot fully understand what real relief work is until brought face 
to face with the true condition of those seeking aid. One woman came to 
Headquarters with her bare feet almost upon the ground, and as she had a 
very large foot it was necessary to buy her new shoes. Could you have 
seen the joy she expressed while her eyes were filled with tears you would 
have felt that the money was well spent. 

The Committee, together with yourself, have been especially interested 
in two particular cases this year. One being that of a Mrs. Josephine La 
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Tour, a veteran's widow, who lies helpless in the McDonald Hospital in 
Brookline. Through the generosity of Corps 109 of Brookhne we have been 
enabled to help pay her board with only a small expense to the Department, 
thus easing her mind and making her dark days seem brighter in the thought 
that she will be cared for. In connection with this I might state that the 
Massachusetts General Hospital is likewise interested in Mrs. La Tour's 
case, and assists in caring for her. 

The other case is that of Mrs. Fisher, who is a veteran's widow over 
eighty years of age, a cripple and unable to help herself, having only 
her pension to depend upon. This latter she was wiUing to give to pay for 
her board if a suitable home could be found for her. A good home was foimd, 
but as her pension was not adequate to pay for her maintenance, the balance 
has been paid by the Department. 

Believing that these two cases are most worthy of our assistance, I offer 
the following recommendation, which has been approved by the Department 
President: That Mrs. Josephine La Tour and Mrs. Fisher be cared for by 
the Department while life lasts. 

To the members of the Committee who have been so faithful to the trust 
confided to them and who have so ably and willingly assisted me, I tender 
my sincere thanks, and as our paths separate today, I trust it will not mean 
the severing of the pleasant ties formed during the year of our sad yet noble 
work. 

To the Department Secretary and Trieasurer I am deeply grateful for 
the many courtesies received, and to you personally, Mrs. President, I like- 
wise extend my thanks for the counsel and advice that you have so fre- 
quently given to me, and I trust that the Committee appointed for 1908 
have fulfilled their duties to your entire satisfaction. 

To Assistant Adjutant-General Wilfred A. Wetherbee I also extend the 
sincere thanks of every member of my Committee. By his counsel many 
of the rough places in our work have been made smooth, and through him 
we have been enabled to separate the chaff from the wheat in a number of 
cases. 

When we pause to reflect how fast the ranks of the Grand Army are thin- 
ning and how the years which have elapsed since our fathers, husbands, 
brothers and sons, who enHsted in that cruel war of the Rebelhon, are passing 
away, we then realize how much need there must be for this part of the 
work. Corps are finding each year more of those who have not sought help 
from their relief fund, but as age creeps in the willing hands become powerless 
to do, and as they become more dependent they turn to the Woman's Relief 
Corps for assistance. Is it not right that they should? The very name of 
the auxiliary to the G.A.R. implies the objects of our noWe Order and what 
we are organized for. It is woman's mission to care for those in distress and 
sorrow: it ever has been such and ever will be. 
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The report of the Secretary shows the amoant expended by the Corps 
in the Department for rehef work^ during the year as follows:

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REPORT OF DELEGATE-AT-LARGE. 

RoxBURT, February 1, 1909. 
Mrs. Hattie M. Tuttle, 

Department Secretary , W.R.C. 

Madam: Fully appreciating the honor conferred on me by the Twenty- 
ninth Annual Convention in electing me Delegate-at-Large to the National 
Convention at Toledo, O., I have performed the duties of the office to the 
best of my ability, and present the following report : 

The official train of the G.A.R. left the North Station, Sunday, August 
30, at a few minutes past ten o'clock, in charge of Assistant Adjutant-Gen- 
eral W. A. Wetherbee. 

Two cars of the train were reserved for the delegates and friends of the 
W.R.C. through the courtesy of the GA.R., and were under the able manage- 
ment of Department President Lue Stuart Wadsworth and Department 
Secretary Hattie M. Tuttle. 

The day was one of the most beautiful of the late summer. The bright 
sunlight, tempered by a cool breeze, made it a pleasure to travel, and a happier 
or more congenial company it would be hard to find. As we journeyed 
westward we added to our numbers members of the Order joining us at 
different stations. Beautiful floral gifts were presented Mrs. Wadsworth 
and Mrs. Gihnan by loving and loyal friends in Corps 1 of Fitchburg and 
Corps 82 of Athol. 

As we neared the western boundary of the State the beauty of our own 
Berkshire Hills was never more appreciated or enjoyed than on this quiet 
Sabbath, and as it began to grow dusk quiet reigned among us as if each 
felt the influence of the day and hour. 

At 7.30 the comrades and friends in the other cars gathered in the car 
occupied by the Department officers of the W.R.C, and for an hour sang 
hymns appropriate to the day, closing the concert with "My Country, ^tis 
of Thee." It was very impressive and long to be remembered by those 
privileged to be present. 

Most of the company retired to their berths, and a quiet night was en- 
jo5'^ed. We reached Cleveland about 6 a.m., and two hours later arrived 
at Toledo, some tired, but with thankful hearts that no accident had be- 
fallen us. 

The day was spent in getting settled, locating friends and halls where 
various services were to be held of interest to us. In the evening a reception 
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was tendered by the Citizens' Committee of Toledo in Memorial Hall to the 
G.A.R., W.R.C. and other patriotic organizations, and was much enjoyed. 

Tuesday evening, from 7 to 8, a grand reception was given Commander-in- 
Chief Burton and Staff by the W.R.C. in the foyer of the Valentine Theater. 
In the receiving line were National President Mrs. Jones, Commander-in- 
Chief Burton, Governor Harris of Ohio, and Clara Sawyer, National President 
Ladies of the G.A.R., also high officials in the W.R.C. An orchestra furnished 
music, and the foyer was beautifully decorated. Many Massachusetts 
ladies were imable to be present as they were busily engaged in looking 
after the interests of Mrs. Gilman. 

Immediately after the reception the large crowd filed into the theater, 
where the camp-fire of the G.A.R. was held, presided over by General J. 
Kent Hamilton. Interesting remarks from Mayor Whitlock, Governor Har- 
ris, Department Commander Shareh, Commander-in-Chief Burton, National 
President of W.R.C, Kate Jones, Clara Sawyer, National President Ladies 
of G.A.R,, Edgar Allen, Commander of S. of V., and C. Millie Leighton, 
National President Daughters of Veterans, one of our Massachusetts girls. 
Each was listened to with interest. A special feature was the singing of a 
song entitled ''Freedom Triumphant,'' words by Kate Brownlee Sherwood. 
Exercises closed by the audience singing ''America." 

Wednesday, the day of the parade, dawned bright and fair, a cool breeze 
from the lake making it an ideal day for marching. At 10 o'clock the order 
was given to march. That long line of veterans, estimated at more than 
20,000, presented an object lesson in patriotism to the young not easily 
forgotten. In every section of that column of veterans, marching to the 
strains of patriotic airs, sad pictures were presented. Here an old comrade 
helped along by one stronger; another, with four score years to his credit, 
leaning on his cane, vainly trying to keep step to the music; another so 
feeble his faithful wife was obliged to aid him in his efforts to remain in the 
line. The same courage and indomitable will that enabled these men to 
perform their deeds of valor from '61 to '65 was exemplified over forty years 
later on this march. 

The scene at the reviewing stand as the veterans marched past was in- 
spiring. Commander-in-Chief Burton and Staff, National President Kate 
Jones and Staff, Governor Harris, Mayor Whitlock, Hon. William Taft, 
Presidential nominee. Senator Foraker, a large delegation of Army Nurses 
and high officials in G.A.R. and W.R.C. were noted in attendance. 

A pretty feature of the parade was carried out in front of the High School 
building, when 120 young ladies, dressed in white, with baskets of wild 
flowers on their arms, literally showered the veterans >^ith blooms. At the 
comer of Madison and Collingswood Avenues 4,000 children, dressed in red, 
white and blue, formed a living flag, and as they sang swayed from side to 
side, representing the folds of a flag waving. It formed a beautiful picture. 

The Twenty-sixth National Convention opened in the Ashland Avenue

Church, Wednesday afternoon. Convention waft called to order at 4 p.m., 
National President Mrs. Jones predding. National officers were requested 
to come to the platform. The President extended a pleasant greeting to 
all. The Convention, led by National Chaplain Mrs. Hartwell, repeated 
the Lord's Player in unison, and one verse of the Opening Ode was sung. 
National Senior Vice-President filled the chair during the reading of Presi- 
dent's Address. It was most able and concise, showing an intimate knowl- 
edge of all lines of work connected with the management of this great Order. 
A rising vote was given her in appreciation of good work accomplished. 

The following recommendations were presented: 

Recommendation No. 1. That a white flag with letters W.R.C. may be 
placed on the graves of the Woman's Relief Corps. 

Recommendation No, 2. That Corps continue their contributions each 
year to the Southern Memorial Fund. 

Recommendation No. 3. That the Detached Corps of the former Depart- 
ment of Louisiana and Mississippi be formed into a Pl-ovisional Department, 
with President, Secretary and Treasurer appointed by the National 
President. 

Recommendation No. 4. That the National Woman's Relief Corps 
rescind the action of last Convention, and decline to finish the work of erecting 
a monument to loyal women. 

Recommendation No. 5. That the Twenty-sixth National Convention 
ratify the action that has been taken to transfer Andersonville Prison 
Park to the care of the United States Government, and appoint a committee 
to further prosecute the work. 

Recommendation No. 6. That we create a fund and place therein $1,000, 
to be held in sacred trust for the benefit of the Grand Army of the Republic 
when needed. 

Appcwntments were announced, and Massachusetts was honored by the 
following: Miss Mary E. Elliot on Credential Committee; Mrs. Emily Corey, 
Assistant Conductor; Mrs. Lue Stuart Wadsworth, Chairman of Committee 
on Treasurer's Report; Mrs. Harriette Reed, on Report of Andersonville 
Prison Board; Mrs. Mary L. Gilman, Greetings to the G.A.R.; Mrs. Emily L. 
Clark, Greetings to Army Nurses. 

A memorial service for Past National officers and army nurses who have 
passed away during the year was conducted by the National Senior Vice- 
President. 

Prayer was offered by the National Chaplain; a soprano solo by Mrs. 
Allen, daughter of the National President, "The Lord is my Shepherd," 
was beautifully rendered; and a loving tribute to the memory and life 
work of Past National Junior Vice-President Lizzie Merrick was presented 
by her friend Dr. Eva Osbum. 

Past National Chaplain Helen Maxim spoke of the grand work and devotion 
of the army nurses to the veterans during the great struggle, and it was a 
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pleasure to recall what they did and what they are. A duet by Mrs. Allen 
and Mrs. Harris, ''There is a Green Hill far Away," closed the impressive 
service. 

Dr. Patten, President of the Sons of Veterans Memorial University, was 
announced and escorted to the platform. He appealed to the Convention for 
assistance and encouragement, and especially for a strong flag to float over 
the University. It was moved by Mrs. Sherwood, and seconded, that the 
W.R.C. keep in perpetual remembrance the need of strong flags for the 
University, and one be purchased and sent at once. Carried. Dr. Patten 
expressed his thanks and retired. 

Beautiful gifts were presented Mrs. Jones by her official Staff, National 
Aides, her Corps and personal friends in the Order. Many of the other Na- 
tional officers were remembered. Adjourned until 9 o'clock, Thursday. 

On Wednesday evening, at the Secor Hotel, the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment held their reception. Through the courtesy of the Massachusetts 
G.A.R. we were tendered the use of their Headquarters, which was gratefully 
accepted. 

In the receiving line were Department President Lue Stuart Wadsworth, 
Department Commander Alfred Roe, Senior Vice-Commander John L. Parker, 
Junior Vice-President Fannie Jones, Asst. Adjutant-General Wilfred A. 
Wetherbee, Department Secretary Hattie M. Tuttle, Department Chaplain 
Ellen Steams, Department Counselor Harriette Reed, Past Department 
Presidents Mrs. Mary Oilman, Mrs. Maria Going, Mrs. Dorcas Lyman, 
Past Department Commanders John E. Oilman and J. Payson Bradley, 
Past Department Secretary Miss Mary Elliot, Department President of 
the Ladies of the O.A.R., Lena M. Palmer. 

The Reception Committee ably managed the more than five hundred 
guests who honored us, passing them quickly down the line, thus avoiding the 
confusion which often attends affairs of this kind. 

Each guest on retiring was presented with a souvenir bookmark, on it 
a picture of Faneuil Hall, with the greetings of the Department of Massa- 
chusetts. It was the largest of the many receptions given that evening, and 
was considered a brilliant success. 

Convention was called to order at 9.30, National President Mrs. Jones 
presiding. Prayer offered by the Chaplain, one verse of the Opening Ode 
sung, and flag salute given. Mrs. Sherwood, Chairman of Citizens' Com- 
mittee, accompanied by several members, extended greetings to the 
Convention from Toledo. Mrs. Jones presented her Staff, 'Past National 
Presidents, Color Bearers and Conductors. 

Delegation from S. of V. Auxiliary was announced and escorted to the 
platform, where each extended greetings, and made brief remarks regarding 
the work of our Order. 

Indiana Soldiers^ and Sailors' Orphans' Home Band were escorted into 
the church and played two selections which were enjoyed. As they left the 
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church each boy was presented with a small silk flag as » souvenir of his visit 
to the great Convention. 

Mrs. Mason, Department President of Ohio, delivered an address of wel- 
come to the W.R.C., which was listened to with interest. Mrs. Miller, Na- 
tional Counselor, responded most eloquently to the greeting. Adjourned 
till 2 P.M. 

A most bountiful lunch was served to the officers and delegates in the 
vestry of the church by the Citizens' Committee. 

Called to order at 2.30. Password taken and roll-call by Secretary. 
Credential Conmiittee reported 420 delegates present. Mrs. Fannie Jones of 
Massachusetts was appointed Chairman of Tellers. 

National President announced nominations for National President were 
in order. 

Mrs. Chase, Past Department President of Kansas, nominated Belle C. 
Harris. Jennie I. Berry of Iowa was nominated by Mrs. Unangst. Mrs. 
Waugh, Past Department President of Indiana, nominated Mrs. Caylor; she 
withdrew her name. Mrs. Lue Stuart Wadsworth, Department President 
of Massachusetts, presented the name of Mrs. Mary L. Oilman, saying : 

'* Mrs. President and members of the Twenty-sixth National Convention, 
at our last Department Convention in Massachusetts it was unanimously 
voted that we present to the Twenty-sixth National Convention the name of 
one of our honored Past Department Presidents for the office of National 
President. We realize we have had the honor before, but we feel as a De- 
partment conscientiously the honor again belongs to Massachusetts. Our 
campaign committee has labored earnestly for oiTr candidate, and Past 
National President Sarah E. Fuller, who was to have presented her name 
to you, is detained at home by a serious accident, and it devolves upon me, 
as Department President, to present to this Convention, for the office of 
National President, Mary L. Oilman; and let me say, ladies, Mrs. Oilman 
does not ask this office for herself; Massachusetts, as a Department number- 
ing 15,000 women, asks for this office. Mrs. Oilman was indorsed in our 
Convention, and in the home of almost every Corps, and some have come 
since we left home. 

"I do not think it necessary to take the time of this Convention to tell 
of her faithful work in the Relief Corps, only to say she has been faithful to 
every trust confided to her as a Corps, Department or National officer, but 
some of the qualifications, said of other candidates, I must say of ours. She 
is the wife of a Union veteran, and we bring her to you for your consideration, 
unanimously indorsed by the entire delegation from Massachusetts, by the 
Grand Army of the Republic, and the Department of Massachusetts Woman's 
Relief Corps. If by your ballot, ladies, you elect our candidate as the 
National President for the ensuing year, Massachusetts, the mother Depart- 
ment of this grand and noble Order, pledges to you an administration second 
to none.'' 
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The entire delegation from Massachusetts arose to second the nomination 
of Mrs. Oilman. The nomination was seconded by many Departments 
and by the majority of present and past National officers. 

Moved by Mrs. Sherwood and seconded, the Secretary cast one vote for 
Mrs. Oilman. An objection being raised, a written ballot was taken. 

While the ballot was being counted Committee on Resolutions presented 
their report.

National President declared Mrs. Gilman elected. Department Coun- 
sellor of Massachusetts, Mrs. Harriette Reed, by request of Department 
President Mrs. Wadsworth, presented Mrs. Gilman to the Convention. 

Mrs. Wadsworth stated that the late Lizabeth Turner was the first 
to suggest Mrs. Gilman for the office of National President; and as Mrs. 
Turner and Mrs. Reed had been such close friends, she would like Mrs. Reed 
to present Mrs. Gilman to the Convention. She performed the service in 
a most pleasing manner. 

The following named officers were elected with one vote, with the excep- 
tion of the Junior Vice-President: Annie E. Howe, National Senior Vice- 
President; Clara E. Lukins, Junior Vice-President; Charlotte E. Wright, 
Treasurer; Maria L. Mumford, Chaplain; National Executive Board, Ida 
Shotts Pentreath, Isabel Worrell Ball, Armilla A. Cheney, Henrietta E. 
Briscoe, Adelia E. Bernard ; Abbie A. Adams succeeded herself as a member 
of the Anderson ville Prison Board; Flo Jamison Miller, Delegate to the 
National Council of Women. 

Mrs. Mary L. Gilman was presented with a beautiful Bohemian glass vase 
filled with American Beauty roses from the Department of Massachusetts, 
and a silver love token from her home Corps. Mrs. Gilman acknowledged 
the gifts, expressing her heartfelt thanks. 

Convention adjourned till nine o'clock Friday. 

Convention called to order at 9.30, National President Mrs. Jones 
presiding. Password taken and Convention joined the Chaplain in repeating 
the Lord's Prayer. One verse of the Opening Ode was sung and Secretary 
called the roll. 

Guard announced Mrs. Burton, wife of Commander-in-Chief Burton, 
and daughter. They were escorted to the platform, and Mrs. Burton ex- 
tended her thanks to Mrs. Jones for the assistance given her husband during 
the year. They were presented with Convention badges and retired. 
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Dr. Bruce, Past Senior Vice-President, reported seven physicians, members 
of the Order, had organized as a medical staff, and requested the privilege 
of caring for the sick during (Convention. 

Motion carried that request be granted. 

Commander-in-Chief-elect Nevius, with comrades, was announced. They 
were escorted into the hall. Comrade Nevius spoke of the grand work 
accomplished by us, and asked our aid to build up the G.A.R. by paying 
the dues and per capita tax when comrades were unable to do so. He pre- 
sented 400 badges made in his own State to members of the Convention. 
Mrs. Wadsworth assured him the National President for the coming year 
could not be siupassed. Reports of officers followed. 

National Secretary reported total membership June 30, 1908, 155,366, a 
net gain during the year of 2,830 members. National Treasurer reports, 
money in general fund June 30, 1908, $9,826.35; in all funds, $19,781.54. 
National Chaplain reports members taking part Memorial Day, 65,359, 
children taking part, 324,388 ; soldiers' graves decorated, 833,359; expended, 
$18,120.25. ;^fational Patriotic Instructor reports added interest along all 
lines of patriotic work, especially among the Corps in the South. Reports 
of committees and action on resolutions occupied the morning session. 
Adjourned at 12.30. 

Called to order at 1.30. Guard annoimced Past Commander-in-Chief 
General Beath, Past Adjutant-General Gilman and Captain Gahagan. They 
were .escorted to the platform and presented. General Beath paid high 
tribute to the work of the Woman's ReUef Corps and introduced Comrade 
Gilman, who thanked the Convention for the great honor done Mrs. Gilman 
and himself, and was very sure no mistake had been made. Captain Gahagan 
spoke of his pleasure at being present, and paid the auxiliary of the G.A.R. 
most flattering comphments. 

Guard annoimced comrades from Massachusetts in waiting. They were 
received and presented to the Convention. Department Commander Roe 
was invited to speak for the delegation. He spoke in the highest terms of 
Mrs. Gilman's ability and fitness for the office. Department President 
Mrs. Wadsworth announced that the author of *'We are the Boys" was in 
the delegation. He was invited to sing the solo, and the chorus was sung 
by all the comrades from Massachusetts present. It was appreciated by 
the Convention. Mrs. Miller, Counselor, responded to the greetings. 
Each comrade was presented with a badge and escorted from the 
hall. 

Mrs. Sherwood was given a rising vote of thanks by the Convention for 
the many courtesies received, and her grand work during the week. 

A motion was made that all unfinished business be left with the incoming 
Council. Installation of officers with Mrs. Sherwood as Instalhng Officer, 
Mrs. Maxim, Past National Chaplain as Chaplain, Mrs. Lue Stuart Wads- 
worth as Conductor, was beautifully performed. Mrs. Gilman expressed 
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her gratitude to the X)flicer3 for the service they had rendered her. The 
Twenty-sixth National Convention adjourned at 6.30. 

The Citizens'- Oommittee and all connected with the* pians for the week 
of Encampment may well be proud of the success attending their efforts. 

DECISIONS OF THE TWENTY-SIXTH NATIONAL CONVENTION. 

Alterations and Amendments to Rules and Regulations. 

1. Chapter II, Article II, Section 6, page 8, second line, strike out all 

after th^ word ^returned" and substitute therefor the follo\M'ng: 

"Said applicant shall not be eligible for admission to the Corps reject- 
ing her until the expiration of six months, but she may m^ike applica- 
tion for membership in ariy other Corps and become a member if accept- 
able , or she may become a charter member of a new Corps .^^ 

2. Chapter II, Article IV, Section 2, page 9, be amended to read as fol- 

lows: 

"Any member who has paid all dues shall receive a transfer card signed 
by the President and attested by the Secretary, upon verbal or written appli- 
cation^ to the President at a regular meeting of the Corps. ' Upon its presen- 
tation to any Corps, within one year from the date of issue, she m^iy be ad- 
mitted in the manner prescribed in Article III. 

"A member holding a valid transfer card, with dues paid one year in 
advance, is entitled to the password. 

"If at the expiration of the year she has not been admitted to member- 
ship in any Corps the transfer card shall be void, and the holder be con- 
sidered honorably discharged from the Order." 

3. Chapter II, Article VIII, Section 8, page 13, fourth Hnfe, after the words 

"June 1," insert: 
"and present a written report to the Corps semi-annually." 

4. Chapter II, Article VIH, Section 9, page 13, fifth Une, after the word 

"same," insert:. 
"and present a written report to the Corps semi-annuMy ." 

5. Chapter III, Article VI, Section 1, page 17, ninth line, after the word 

"necessary," add the words: 

"following same style and type as those issued from National Head- 
quarters." 

6. Chapter III, Article VI, Section 1, page 17, second paragraph, after 

words "D^artment Council," add the words: 

"and decide all questions of law or usage, subject to an appeal to higher 
authority f" ^ . 

7. Chapter III, Article VI, Section 5, page 19, insert following sentence 

at the beginning of section: 

" The Department Chaplain, upon assuming the duties of her office, shall 
immediately notify the National Chaplain of her election and full post- 
office address, and through Department General Orders announce the same 
information to all Corps Presidents in her Department." 

8. Chapter III, Article VI, Section 9, page 19, second line, substitute word 

"April" for "January," so that it shall read: 
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"She shall forward early in April Form V to Corps Patriotic Instruct- 
ors, etc." 
9. Chapter IV, Article II, Section 1, page 21, add following sentence: 

"Each Department shall have the power to decide in what manner the 
Delegates and AUemates to National Convention shall be elected, under- 
standing always, if there he one dissenting vote, they cannot he elected col- 
lectively on one haUot." 

10. Chapter IV, Article VI, Section 9, page 25, insert the following sen- 

tence: 

"She shall prepare and issue a program for the ohservance of Peace Day, 
May 18." 

11. Chapter IV, Article VI, Section 10, page 25, second paragraph, third 

line, after the word "for," insert the following sentence: 

"She shall incorporate the yearly reports of Department Press Corre- 
spondents in her annual report in the same manner as report of National 
Patriotic Instructor." 

12. Chapter V, Article III, Section 3, page 29, add the following sentence: 

"No per capita tax from delinquent Corps in Departments shall he ac- 
cepted after their report has heen received at National Headquarters." 

13. Chapter V, Article VII, be stricken out, and all laws on Discipline be 

rescinded. 

14. Chapter V, Article VII, the following paragraphs be inserted in place 

of the former Article on Discipline: 

civil courts. 

"Section 1. Any member who shall bring into Civil Courts, or who 
shall cause to be brought in any matter affecting the laws, the name and good 
repute of the Woman's Relief Corps, may he removed from office, suspended 
or discharged by the Department President, or the National President where 
no Department exists. 

"Sect. 2. Any member who shall have been convicted of any felony 
or misdemeanor and sentenced by the Civil Courts shall be dishonorably 
discharged from the Order by the Department President, or National Presi- 
dent where no Department exists, and no charges shall be necessary in such 
case." 

15. Chapter V, Article XI, page 33, add the following sentence: 

" No Corps shall give any entertainment on Memorial Day for the purpose 
of making money." 

16. Chapter V, Article XXI, page 35, insert following sentence: 

"Presidents of Detached Corps shall receive their credentials upon their 
arrival at Convention, and such notice be given them in the last National 
General Order issued before National Convention." 

Amendments to Ritual. 

17. Page 2, under diagram, add the following sentence: 

" The flag on the altar should have the blu£ -field toward the Junior Vice- 
President's station, and to the right of President's station." 

18. Page 13, No. 18, fine print in last paragraph, regarding communicating 

the password, be changed to read as follows: 
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"President calls the Senior Vice-President to the chair [they rmUfudly 
salute], gives her the password, then takes her place at the rear and center 
of the altar, facing the station of Senior Vice-President. The Senior Vice- 
President then calls up the members, as for balloting. At the first tap of 
the gavel the President faces to the right, giving the password to each member, 
as she turns to go towards the Senior Vice-President's station in the regular 
line of march for balloting. 

" At tap of gavel that seats members on the right and calls up members 
on the left, the President turns facing toward the left, giving password as 
before. President and Senior Vice-President salute as President resumes 
her station." 

Revision of Free Blanks. 

19. That in the next issue of Form D, Corps Treasurer's report, this item be 

added: 

{"Cash turned over to Post during quarter for relief, '') 
as it appears in Form N, sent to Post Commander. 

20. That in the next issue of Forms I and J J, Question 5 be changed to read: 

" What expense was incurred by Corps?'* 
and a new question be added: 

"Number of m,embers lost by death from May 30 to May 30." 

21. That in the next issue of Forms K and KK, questions read: 

"A. Number of Corps in Department?' ' 

"B. Number of Corps in Department reported?" 

"1. Number of members in Department?" 

"2. Number of members in Department reported?" 

22. That the following questions be added to next edition of Form O: 

"Are all Department and National Journals carefully preserved?" 
"How many Department Journals are on file?" 
"How many National Journals are on file?" 

23. That in next issue of Form R, the word "Annually" be inserted after the 

word "Amount" in Questions 3 and 4. 

Miscellaneous Decisions. 

24. That the time and manner of decorating the graves of the members of 
the Woman's Relief Corps be left optional with Corps, but that May 30 and 
the use of the Stars and Stripes be held sacred for the veterans. 

25. That Corps continue their contributions each year to the Southern 
Memorial Fund, the same to be held and lised when needed. 

26. That the Woman's Relief Corps rescind the action of last Convention, 
and decline to finish the work of erecting a monument to loyal women. 

27. That the contribution to Loyal Women Monument Fund, amounting to 
$180.16, now in the hands of National Treasurer, be returned to their respective 
Departments — fourteen in number — to be used as they see fit. 

28. That the Woman's Relief Corps does not sanction the sohciting of funds 
from the Grand Army comrades and Posts to erect a monument to loyal women. 

29. That the action of the National President in adjusting the affairs in 'the 
Department of Kentucky be approved. 
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30. That the action of the National President in the steps taken to transfer 
Andersonville Prison Park to the care of the United States Government be ap- 
proved, and a committee appointed to further prosecute the work. 

31 . That the same committee on the transfer of Andersonville property to the 
United States Government be continued with the outgoing President as Chairman. 

32. That the annual transfer of one thousand dollars to Andersonville Per- 
manent Fund be discontinued until it is known whether or not the CJovemment 
will accept the property. 

33. That the views accompanying the report of Andersonville Prison Board 
of Managers be printed in the Journal. 

34. That Kate Brownlee Sherwood, Past National President, continue as our 
representative before Congress until the work of increasing the pensions of soldiers* 
widows, and removing the time limit, is completed. 

35. That the Woman's ReUef Corps keep in perpetual remembrance the 
extra strong flags for the Sons of Veterans' Memorial University, and that we 
send a flag at once in response to its appeal. 

36. That the sum of one thousand dollars be presented the Grand Army of 
the Republic, to be placed in its vested fund. 

37. That the large-ruled blanks for tabulated report of National Secretary be 
kept in stock by National Treasurer. 

38. That the incoming National President be instructed to make arrange- 
ments to have manufactured a full loom of ribbon of proper shade for National 
Convention badges, as good in quahty and color as the badges of 1905. 

39. That the retiring National Secretary be allowed the regular monthly 
salary for September. 

40. That $500 be the limit of the appropriation for the use of the National 
Patriotic Instructor, to include all printing of blanks and circulars issued by 
official printer for patriotic work. The amount expended for flags and visiting 
Departments to be under the supervision of National President. 

41. That the National President confer with Mrs. Lucia Ames Meade, of 
Boston, Chairman of Peace Committee, who is issuing school programs free, 
and announce through General Orders, three months before Peace Day, May 18, 
that these programs may be secured from Patriotic Instructors. 

42. That the prize pins given to boys and girls who are winners in patriotic 
contests should always be of pure gold and the best enamel. 

43. That the Woman's ReUef Corps heartily approve of the movement to 
preserve to the nation the home of Francis Scott Key, author of the "Star- 
Spangled Banner," our national anthem. 

44. That Isabel Worrell Ball, Past Department President Department 
of Potomac, be continued as our committee to secure legislation against dese- 
cration of the flag. 

45. That the National Convention series be continued, and 500 copies of 
the Fifth National Journal be reprinted this year. 

46. That hereafter cloth-bound Journals of National Convention be of uni- 
form color and style, dark blue in color, in order that the whole may present 
the appearance of a historical series. 

47. That the editing and indexing of National Journals be left to the retiring 
National President. 
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48. That the sum of $150 be paid the retiring National President for com- 
piling the National Journal, which shall include all expenses. 

49. That each member auditing the books of the National Treasurer receive 
the sum of $20.00 for expenses. 

50. That the balance remaining in the Susan B. Anthony Fund and Silver 
Jubilee Fund be transferred to the General Fund. 

51. That $10.00 monthly be allowed the National Treasurer for room rent. 

On Saturday we left Toledo for Cleveland, where a pleasant day was 
spent in visiting places of interest, in the evening embarking on one of the 
magnificent lake steamers for Buffalo. It was a beautiful moonhght night, 
and the sail on Lake Erie was thoroughly enjoyed by all. We arrived at 
Buffalo early Sunday morning, and immediately journeyed to Niagara 
Falls, where a quiet Sabbath was passed. In the evening we commenced 
the last stage of our trip, and Monday, at ten o'clock, found us in our own 
home city, very proud to have brought our National President with us. 

As memory recalls the royal hospitality extended by the citizens of 
Toledo, the many interesting subjects discussed at Convention, the pleasant 
reunions, new friendships formed, and old ones made stronger, the places of 
interest visited, all unite in making Encampment week the most enjoyable 
of the year.

He further stated " that the Revivalists had been 
using the Temple for their meetings during the past week, but he had told 
them they could not have the church for these two days, because it had been 
promised to the Woman's Relief Corps." 

Previous to adjournment for lunch, Mary E. McGrath, Department 
President of Rhode Island, presented Mrs. Wadsworth and also Dorcas H. 
Lyman, Past Department President, with gifts of hand-painted china. 
Mrs. Wadsworth responded, referring to the cordial relations that had existed 
and of the many courtesies she had received from the Rhode Island Depart- 
ment. Mrs. Lyman also expressed her thanks. 

On motion of Mary G. Deane, Past Department President, seconded by 
Carolyn R. Morse of Arlington, it was voted that the Convention adjourn 
until two o'clock. 



TUESDAY— AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The President called the Convention to order at 2.30 o'clock and stated 
that as the password had been taken from each one as they entered the 
door it would not be necessary to take it again. 

Chief Guard Sarah A. Banks announced in wating, Mrs. Ne\ius, wife 
of the Commander-in Chief of the Grand Army of the Republic, and 
Mrs. Cole, wife of his Adjutant-General, also Mary L. Oilman, National 
President, Maria W. (joing, National Secretary, and Sarah E. Fuller, Life 
Member of the National Executive Board. 

Mrs. Nevius not being a member of the Order, on motion made by 
Nellie F. Libbey of the Executive Board, seconded by the Department 
Counselor, Harriette L. Reed, it was voted to suspend business and 
receive the above-named guests. 
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Escorted by the Color Bearers and Committee on Courtesies, the guests 
were received by Mrs. Wadsworth, who extended the cordial greetings of 
the Convention to each of them and then presented them to the Convention. 

Mrs. Nevius declined to make any remarks, and Mrs. Cole expressed their 
pleasure at being present, and stated that she had the honor of being an 
officer in the Department of New Jersey. 

Attention was called to the fact that Mrs. Margaret P. Waterman, mother 
of Mrs. Wadsworth, was in the hall, and on motion of Elizabeth Spring 
of Sandwich, seconded by Olive M. White of South Boston, it was voted 
that she be invited to take a seat on the platform. Mrs. Wadsworth thanked 
the Convention for the courtesy extended her mother, who was over eighty 
years of age. 

Isabel Worrell Ball of Washington, D.C., a member of the National 
Executive Board, was announced and presented to the Convention. In 
response to the cordial greetings extended in behalf of the Convention by the 
Department President, Mrs. Ball said, in part, that she was glad to be present, 
and spoke of her admiration for the Massachusetts Department, She spoke 
of the early days of the Woman's Relief Corps, when it was said that it was 
an organization that could never Uve, but now to be able to stand before 
the women who were the mothers of this organization is a magnificent pleasure. 
Continuing, i^e said : *' It is a great pleasure to stand here in a Massachusetts 
Convention and see you at your work. We, in Washington, have been very 
busy these last few days celebrating McKinley's and Lincoln's birthdays, 
and yesterday we were 'remembering the Maine/ We had a magnificent 
celebration in St. Patrick's Cathedral in Washington, in the form of military 
exercises. There were one hundred women carrying flags, and when Ad- 
miral Sigsbee entered all joined in giving the flag salute. You, here in 
the North, little realize how hard it is for us to accomplish much in patriotic 
work. Only a little time ago we could not carry our flags through the streets 
without being almost insulted. . It is different now, and in the past two 
weeks I have been called upon four times to go into Virginia and speak to 
Confederate women." 

At this point the National guests, accompanied by the National President, 
retired. Previous to their retiring the Department President presented 
Mrs. Nevius and Mrs. Cole with the Convention badge, and a bound copy 
of the History of the Massachusetts Woman's Relief Corps. Business was 
resumed, and the Secretary's report of the morning session was read and 
declared approved. It was voted, on motion of Emily L. Clark of 
Northampton, seconded by Hattie A. Calahan of South Boston, that 
the Convention remain in session until seven o'clock, if necessary, and that 
there be no evening session. 

Miss Flora A. Hanson, Department President of New Hampshire, ex- 
pressed regret that her delegation must retire, but before doing so she desired 
to present to Mrs. Wadsworth a little token of love from the New Hampshire 
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delegation, stating that they had long held her in high esteem. Mrs. Wads- 
worth expressed her thanks in her usual happy way, saying that she had 
always found the warm hand of friendship extended .to her from the 
New Hampshire Department. Mary A. Landt, in behalf of Corps 28 of 
Boston, presented Mrs. Wadsworth a handsome and useful gift as a token 
of its love and esteem. Mrs. Wadsworth accepted the gift with well-chosen 
words. Hattie M. Tuttle, in behalf of the Waterman Club, composed 
of members of Mrs. Wadsworth's Corps, presented her with a box of white 
alk gloves. Mrs. Wadsworth thanked the Club for its kindness to her. A 
motion made by Marietta Gardner of Swampscott, seconded by Hattie 
A. Calahan of South Boston, that the Convention proceed to the election 
of officers immediately after the report of the Credential Committee, 
was carried. The Department President requested all who had not done 
so to hand in their Credential Cards at once, and instructed the Conductors 
to collect the same. 

The Secretary read the records of the first meeting of the Department 
Council.

In accordance with the usual custom, I present a report of the doings 
of the Executive Board of the present administration. 

February 13, the first Council meeting was called by acting Department 
President, Mrs. Sawyer, to complete the unfinished business of the Con- 
vention. 

Second Council meeting was held March 10, this date being the first 
time our Department President was able to be at Headquarters after her 
serious illness. At this time the Executive Board held a meeting and

F. Libbey and Marie J. Kendall, and so reported to the Council. 

The Executive Board was appointed a committee to devise ways and 
means whereby the Department could earn some money and report at the 
next meeting.

Secretary be appointed by Secretary at Convention. 

Voted, on motion of Mrs. Haynes, seconded by several, that a woman be 
hired to have charge of toilet-rooms at Convention. 
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Motion made by Mrs. Sawyer, seconded by several, that a vote of thanks 
be given our Department President for her unfailing courtesy to all during 
the year. [Motion carried.] 

Votedj on motion of Mrs. Tuttle, seconded by Mrs. Morse, a vote of thanks 
be given the Relief Committee for their work of the year, and especially 
during the time of the Chelsea fire, when their labor was very arduous. 

Motion made by Mrs. Morse, seconded by Mrs. Holbrook, that a letter 
be sent to Assistant Adjutant-General W. A. Wetherbee, expressing our 
appreciation of his kindness and many acts of courtesy extended to the 
Relief Committee, thus enabling them to find homes for needy veterans, 
and also to learn the true condition of many who were unworthy of any 
assistance. [Motion carried.] 

Votedj on motion of Mrs. Kendall, seconded by Mrs. Thayer, that the 
pictures for the Journal be individual and not a group picture. 

Mrs. Wadsworth said she believed much time could be saved and less 
visiting going on, if only delegates and committees were allowed on floor, 
and asked that badges be provided for delegates and those on floor on duty. 

On motion of Mrs. Holbrook, seconded by Mrs. Morse, voted that the 
President's request be granted in regard to badges for Convention. 

Mrs. Wadsworth referred to the death of Mrs. Abbie J. Bussell, a former 
member of Department Relief Committee, and on motion of Mrs. Tuttle, 
seconded by several, voted that a letter of sympathy be sent the son of Mrs. 
Bussell on the death of his mother. 

The Department President extended her thanks to each and every mem- 
ber of her staff for their loyal support, and said she had passed a very pleasant 
year and could not recall an unpleasant moment ; said she had laid all person- 
alities aside and had striven at all times to work for the best interest of our 
grand Order.

Report of Committee on Memorial to Lizabeth A. Turner. 

Boston, February 16, 1909. 

Mrs. President and Members of the Thirtieth Annual Convention of the 
liepartment of Massachusetts, W,R,C.: 

The report of the Committee, authorized by the Department Council of 
Massachusetts of 1908, to prepare and carry into execution plans for a 
memorial to honor the worth and work of Lizabeth A. Turner, who died at 
Anderson ville, Ga., April 27, 1907, is hereby respectfully submitted. 

On May 28, 1907, Abraham Lincoln Corps No. 39, of which Mrs. Turner 
was a loved and honored member, appointed a committee of five, Mary 
E. Knowles, Maria W. Going, Sarah L. Mecuen, Nellie A. Tracy and Maria 
J. Kimball, to formulate plans for the erection of a memorial to honor Mrs. 
Turner. 

A resolution from the Corps was forwarded to Department Headquarters 
petitioning the Department Council to allow this Committee to take charge 
of the work. On July 8 the Committee appeared before the Council, and 
after an earnest and concise statement was given by the Chairman of the 
Committee, the Department Coimcil unanimously voted to give said Com- 
mittee the power to proceed with their plans under the auspices of the 
Department. 

As it was the earnest desire of the Committee that the memorial should 
be erected by the Corps of the State, a. circular was prepared, which was 
indorsed by Annie C. Shattuck, Department President, and also by the 
Department Council. The circular was sent to the Corps in July, and was 
as follows: 

Headquarters Abraham Lincoln Relief Corps No. 39, 
Woman's Relief Corps, Dept. of Mass., Charlestown, Mass., 

July 9, 1907. 
To the Woman's Relief Corps of Massachusetts, Greeting: 

On April 27, 1907, Lizabeth A. Turner, Life Chairman of the Andersonville 
Prison Board, and Past National President of the Woman's Rehef Corps, passed 
"through the open door," and entered the "house not made with hands." 

In that historic spot, once known as "Andersonville Prison Pen," but now 
changed to a place of beauty through her efforts, she gave up her trust and an- 
swered the call of the Master. 
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Our Order has lost from its number one whose place can never be filled. Loyal 
in the broadest and fullest sense of the world, she gave her best to the work of 
caring for and perpetuating the memories of the veterans of the war of '61 to '65. 

She will ever be held in tender and loving remembrance by all who knew her, — 
a remembrance that will grow more sacred year by year. 

Mrs. Turner was a beloved member of Abraham Lincoln Relief Corps No. 39 
of Charlestown who, believing that a permanent memorial of her devotion and 
self-sacrifice should be an evidence of the esteem and appreciation of the Corps 
of our Department, have appointed a committee who, with the approval of the 
Department Council, api)eal to the Corps to contribute, from their General 
Fund or in any way that seems best, a sum of money toward the erection of a 
memorial that will honor the memory of "Our Lizabeth," and reflect credit 
upon the members of the Department of Massachusetts. 

If possible, this memorial will be placed in Forest Dale Cemetery, Maiden, 
Mass., in or near the " Soldiers' Home " lot. The veterans in the Home in Chelsea 
loved the woman, whose cheering words and bright presence gave them so much 
comfort, and it would be very fitting that the memorial should occupy a place 
among the "low green tents" in which rest those who answered "Here!" in the 
days of long ago. 

All donations must be sent to Sarah L. Mecuen, 36 Bromfield Street, 
Boston, Mass., not later than October 30, 1907. The amount of money received 
will finally be turned over to Sarah E. Fuller, Department Treasurer, in order 
that all Corps may receive due credit.

The responses to the same were prompt and generous; nearly every 
Corps contributing. Abraham Lincoln Post No. 11 gave $25.00, and a 
number of personal donations were also received. 

As the amount and names of contributors were incorporated in General 
Orders, I will not use time and space to mention them. The total amount 
received by the Treasurer of Committee, Miss Sarah L. Mecuen, acknowl- 
edged by receipts, and turned over to Department Treasurer, was $666.36. 

With this amount of money on hand, the Memorial Committee began 
to carry into execution the plans they had devised, and on Memorial Sunday, 
May 24, 1908, one of the most beautiful days of the year, on the " Soldiers' 
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Home" lot in Forest Dale Cemetery, Maiden, a tribute to the memory of 
'* Our Lizabeth " was dedicated with brief but most impressive ceremonies. 
The memorial is typical of the character of the woman in whose honor 
it was erected. It is a large boulder of Roxbury granite, known as the 
"Pudding Stone." On the front of the boulder is a large bronze tablet, 
bearing the following inscription: 

LIZABETH A. TURNER 

PAST NATIONAL PRESIDENT, WOMAN's RELIEF CORPS 

PAST DEPARTMENT SENIOR VICE-PRESIDENT OF MASSACHUSETTS 

CHAIRMAN OF ANDERSONVILLE PRISON BOARD 

DIED AT ANDERSONVILLE, GEORGIA 

APRIL 27, 1907 

THIS TRIBUTE IS PLACED HERE IN LOVING REMEMBRANCE 

BY THE RELIEF CORPS OF MASSACHUSETTS 

MAY 24, 1908 



A Past National President's badge is in the lower left-hand comer of 
the tablet. The boulder came from the monumental works of F. P. Davis, 
Forest Hills, Mass., and the tablet was designed by the Committee, and 
beautifully executed by the Murdock Shaw Company of Boston. 

Realizing that the amount of money received would exceed the expendi- 
tures for the memorial by a large surplus, it was decided by the Committee 
to have the memorial photographed, and a copy sent to every Corps in the 
State and to the personal contributors. This plan received the sanction of 
the Department President of this year, Mrs. Lue Stuart Wadsworth, and 
large photographs, the work of Mr. B. F. Freeman, a well-known artist of 
Somerville, were forwarded as designed; and on the walls of many a Corps 
room there hangs today a picture of the memorial, which, through the 
generosity of the members of our Order and loyal friends, was made possible, 
and in the beautiful cemetery in Maiden is an enduring witness of the love 
and reverence of sister members for a woman who was loyal to her heart's 
core to the flag of her country, and to the men who gave their best to pre- 
serve the Union, and keep its beautiful syinbol free from stain of dishonor. 

This report would be incomplete did the Committee fail to express their 
gratitude and appreciation toward those who gave valuable assistance 
and advice. 

To the Department Presidents of 1907 and 1908, and to the members 
of the Councils of those years, the Committee tender their sincere thanks 
for the confidence reposed in them. They realized that a responsible work 
had been intrusted to them, and they hope that these officers feel their 
confidence was not misplaced. 
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To Mr. E. B. Stillings, the ever faithful friend of our Order, the Committee 
extend their appreciation and thanks for the generous gift of the circulars, 
his valuable advice and encouragement. 

To the President and Board of Trustees of the "Soldiers' Home" grate- 
ful thanks are tendered, and the Conmiittee appreciate the courteous con- 
sent to their request, "That the memorial be placed in the *Home' lot 
in Forest Dale Cemetery." To Mr. John E. Oilman, for his original poem, 
and fine rendering of the same at the dedication exercises, to Mrs. Fuller 
for her beautiful address, to the Misses Edna and Nellie Mecuen for their 
valuable assistance, rendered to the Committee many times, to the members 
of Post No. 11, to the Abraham Lincoln Camp, who served on the Recep- 
tion Committee, and acted as escorts at the dedicatory exercises, and to 
each and all who assisted, the Conmiittee tender sincere and grateful thanks.

It was voted, on motion of Emily L. Clark, Past Department President, 
seconded by Martha Sawyer of Brighton, that the Convention approve Mrs. 
Wadsworth's action and that the bill for typewriting be paid. While the 
copies of the President's address were being distributed, the Secretary read 
the records of the afternoon session of Tuesday, which, after a few slight 
corrections, was declared approved. 

A delegation from the Sons of Veterans was announced in waiting, and 
on motion of Annie C. Shattuck, Past Department President, seconded by 
Henrietta M. Crossley of Lawrence, it was voted to admit them. 

Escorted by the Color Bearers and Committee on Courtesies, Past Divi- 
sion Commander James H. Wentworth, A. A. Robinson and Frank H. White 
entered, and were presented to the Convention by the Department President. 
Mr. Wentworth extended the greetings of the Sons of Veterans, saying in 
conclusion: "I am more than pleased to be in your midst today. I have 
received many honors from the hands of the Massachusetts Division, Sons 
of Veterans, but the honor they have given me today of bringing their greet- 
ings to this grand organization I prize more than all the rest. When I 
realize who it was that has made me what I am in this organization, I bow 
my head before you today, because it was she whom you all loved and adored, 
' Mother Turner.' She appreciated my work for her during the last National 
Encampment in Boston, and so I say I owe to her and to the Woman's 
Relief Corps all that I am in the organization today. Many of you have 
been through the experiences of forty years ago and you know the heartaches 
and pain as you sent your loved ones away to fight for our dear old flag. I 
take great pleasure in bringing the greetings of the Sons of Veterans. *May 
God cause His sun to shine upon you.' " 

The Guard annoimced the National officers in waiting. The Color Bearers, 
with the Committee on Courtesies, presented the National President, Mary 
L. Gilman, National Secretary, Maria W. Going, Life Member of Execu- 
tive Board, Sarah E. Fuller, Member of Executive Board, Isabelle Worrell 
Ball, and Special Press Correspondent, Mary E. Elliot, who were in turn 
presented to the Convention. 

A delegation from the Department of Massachusetts Grand Army of the 
Republic was announced. 

The Department President stated she would not call for a vote of the 
Convention on their admission, as it was a courtesy due them, and we should 
consider ourselves honored to have them with us. 

The Color Bearers and Committee on Courtesies escorted to the platform 
Comrades Eben W. Pike of Post 30 of Cambridge, David S. Bostwick of 
Whitinsville and Albert A. Carlton of Melrose. They were cordially wel- 
comed by the Department President, who called upon Comrade Pike for 
remarks. Before he could proceed, the announcement was made that Henry 
M. Nevius, Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army of the Republic, and 
Staff were in waiting. After a request by the President that Annie C. Shat- 
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tuck, Past Department President, be allowed to escort the Commander-in- 
Chief, the Color Bearers and Committee on Courtesies presented the guests, 
who were warmly greeted by the Department President, who said she es- 
teemed it a double honor to greet, not only our own Massachusetts comrades, 
but also in having with us the Commander-in-Chief of the grandest organi- 
zation in the world, the Grand Army of the Republic. Their presence with 
us is an inspiration. It gives us encouragement in our work, and makes 
us realize more fuDy that we are indeed the Auxiliary of the organization 
composed of the men who saved our nation. 

The Commander-in-Chief, Adjutant-General Cole, Comrade Hosley and 
Staff of the Commander were presented to the Convention and saluted. 

Comrade Pike then proceeded with his remarks, saying in part: "I am 
pleased to represent oiu* Department, and pleased to bring you the greetings 
or five hundred comrades who are rocking the Cradle of Liberty. I know 
that you do not want any extended remarks from me. Last Tuesday we 
observed the anniversary of one of the noblest works of God. The people 
gathered together all over this country of ours to commemorate the birth 
of Tather Abraham.' They did this, not by compulsion, not by force, but 
because they were glad to do it. He fell, a martyr. His memory will be 
cherished so long as Old Glory waves as the emblem of this Republic. Thirty- 
three years ago there were only fifty-five members in this Order. Now there 
are fifteen thousand. What has made this increase? It is because of the 
loyalty of the women of this land. They were loyal to the men while at 
the front, they are loyal to them now. God bless you." 

Commander-in-Chief Nevius was called upon and said: *^I left one of 
my arms on the battlefield, and you will pardon me if I carry my other in 
my pocket, as through an accident I have injured my other arm. I am 
today Commander-in-Chief of one of the grandest organizations in the United 
States, the Grand Army of the Republic. I bring you the greetings of its 
entire membership, which covers this land from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
and from the Lakes to the Gulf." 

Adjutant-General Cole was introduced and said, in part: "While the 
Cirand Army of the RepubUc welcomes the assistance of all patriotic organi- 
zations, there is no organization so near and so dear to the hearts of the com- 
rades of the Grand Army as the Woman's Relief Corps. They have been a 
powerful help, and have assisted in the building up of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. To be an American citizen is the proudest boast a man can 
utter. In the name of the two hundred and odd thousand members of the 
Grand Army, I can only say, I love you, I love you." 

Mrs. Sawyer, President-elect, was presented to the Commander-in-Chief 
as the next Department President of Massachusetts. The National officers 
having seated themselves, the Department President said she regretted 
exceedingly that she was obliged to ask the visitors to retire, but much as 
she disliked to, it was her only alternative, as the Rules and Regulations of 
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the Woman's Relief Corps had not, up to the present time, been so arranged 
that business could be transacted while comrades were in the haD. Com- 
mander Nevius smilingly acknowledged the force of the suggestion, and after 
being presented with Convention badges the visitors retired, the members 
of the Convention singing ** Marching through Georgia " as they passed out. 

On motion of Mary E. Knowles, Past Department President, seconded 
by Grace D. Small of Hyannis, it was voted that no more visitors be admitted 
and no more interruptions to the business of the Convention be allowed. 

To a motion made by Harriett A. Ralph, Past Department President, 
seconded by several, that the Convention do not adjourn until after the 
election of Junior Vice-President, Sarah A. Towle of Worcester offered an 
amendment, which was seconded by Mary Cuseck of Newburyport, that we 
do not adjourn until after the election of Treasurer. The amendment pre- 
vailed, and the motion, as amended, was adopted. 

Sarah E. Fuller, Department Treasurer, read a summary of her report, 
which, on motion of Sarah L. Mecuen of Charlestown, seconded by Mary E. 
Knowles, was referred to Committee on Treasurer's Report. 

M. Susan Goodale, Past Department President, as acting Chairman, read the

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At the meeting held m January a very thorough investigation of supplies 
on hand and necesfflties to be furnished was made. One of the comrades 
in room 41 was suffering from the results of a severe fall. He had just 
returned to the room, having spent weeks in the hospital. For his comfort 
a hot-water bag was purchased. The pillow shams and window lambre- 
qmns have been washed at a cost of $1.00. 

The chair cushions are to be repaired immediately and the purchase of 
a few small articles has been completed. The Committee feel that the rooms 
will soon be in a condition creditable, not only to the Department of Massa- 
chusetts, but also to the grand women, Mrs. Fuller, Mrs. Barker and Mrs. 
Turner, for whom they are named. The itemized account of late expendi- 
tures cannot be given in this report, as all bills have not been rendered. 

In closing I will give to you the words of the Chairman of the Committee, 
Mrs. Emma B. Loud, who is spending the winter with her son in Dallas, 
Texas.

M. Jones of Somerville. 
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Harriett A. Ralph, Past Department President, nominated Sarah E.

Report of Committee on Department Woman's Relief Corps Dormi- 
tory AT THE Soldiers' Home. 

Boston, Mass., February 16, 1909. 

Mrs. President and Members of the Thirtieth Convention^ Department of Massa- 
chusetts, W.R.C, : 

As Chairman of the Committee in charge of the Department of Massa- 
chusetts Woman's Relief Corps Dormitory at the Soldiers' Home, Chelsea, 
Mass., I have the honor to render the following report : 

Since last Convention the whole Committee have not been able to meet 
together at one time, but all matters of importance have been adjusted 
through correspondence. The chief work of the year has been the planning 
for replacing our mattresses, which had been in use fifteen years, and were 
in a sadly dilapidated condition. Much thought was given to this because 
we wished to accompUsh the change with the least possible expense, and 
yet give '* our boys " a good bed. 

Early in the year Colonel Hapgood, the Superintendent, and Adjutant 
Foster were consulted in regard to loaning us mattresses while ours could 
be sent to be made over. Colonel Hapgood asked us to wait awhile, which 
we did. Then in June he said that every bed was likely to be occupied through 
the summer, and if we would keep on waiting until the new Hospital was 
furnished, probably in September, he would accommodate us. We waited 
until October; and as we could not be assured of ha\ing help from that 
source before spring, the Committee decided, instead of trying to have the 
old ones made over, to get new mattresses for all the beds, disposing of the 
old hair for what it was worth. 

Several large firms were interviewed, namely, Jordan Marsh Co., R. H. 
White Co., Plympton, Hervey Co., and the managers for the Perkins 
Institute for the Blind. Each gave their estimate and price on what we 
wanted, and as they did not vary much, for two reasons we decided to give 
the contract to the last named: first, because the management at the 
Home have employed them from the time it was opened to make all their 
pillows and mattresses; and the second reason is that it was helping those 
blind men and women to earn a little for themselves. The order was given 
to Mr. Bryan, Superintendent of the Perkins Institute, who went to the 
Home and examined the old beds. They were commenced December 11, 
and finished on the 21st. Seems to me men and women with good eyes could 
not have done them in a shorter time. They were delivered on the 23d, so 
to be considered a Christmas gift from the Department. Mrs. Davis, Mrs. 
Denny and myself spent that afternoon in the Dormitory. I wish every 
member of this Department could have had the same pleasure. The words 
of appreciation heard would certainly have repaid all for any sacrifice made 
to add to the comfort of the veterans in the Dormitory. Through the 
kindness of a gentleman who has always been a friend of the old soldier, 
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on Christmas Day I sent twenty pounds of confectionery and reading matter 
to them.

Chelsea, December 25, 1908. 

Mrs. Emilie L. W. Waterman and Associate Ladies, Boston, Mass. 

Dear Madam and Ladies: The package of presents' you sent to the W.R.C. 
Dormitory was very thankfully received by each comrade, and the comrades 
gave a unanimous vote of thanks to you and your associate ladies for your 
kindness in so kindly remembering them this Christmas day, and for the new 
mattresses so kindly sent, and they one and all wish each of you a Merry Christ- 
mas and Happy New Year, also many more happy and prosperous ones.

WEDNESDAY EVENING. 

* . In accordance with the usual custom, the Anniversary (thirtieth) of the 
Department of Massachusetts Woman's Relief Corps, which was organized 
at Fitehburg, February 12, 1879, was observed by a public reception and 
camp-fire Wednesday evening, February 17. 

Immediately after the adjournment of the Convention the doors of 
People's Temple were opened and the public admitted. The seats in the 
body of the church were reserved for comrades of the Grand Army of the 
Repubhc. Members of Dahlgren Camp 98, Sons of Veterans, of South 
Boston, served as ushers. Previous to the opening of the meeting, and 
during the assembling of the guests, the audience was entertained by Prof. 
George Mendall Taylor of Cambridge, who rendered a number of fine selec- 
tions on the organ. At a few minutes after eight, keeping step to the en- 
livening music of Emma Weston's Orchestra, the Department officers and 
the in\'ited guests were escorted to the platform, led by Color Bearers 
Christina Whittemore of Corps 20, South Boston, Bessie Whitney, Corps 
80 of Westboro, Lottie Baldwin, Corps 40 of Everett, and NeUie Buzzell 
of the same Corps, Department Senior Aide Nina B. Lovejoy escorting the 
Department President.

organization of men on the face of the earth, the Grand Army of the Republic, 
for in that organization we find the n>en who, in the dark days of 1861 to 
1805, olT(rro(i their lives in defence of our country and its flag. In referring 
to the work of the Order she said : " Its first object is to care for the Union 
veteran and his dependent ones, and next to this comes the work of patri- 
otic edugation in our schools, of which the Woman's Relief Corps is the 
pioneer." Mrs. Wadsworth closed by announcing that, believing the guests 
as well as our members would be interested in the installation of the new 
offioorH, she had made it a part of the evening's program. 

The i)latform was then arranged, and Mrs. Wadsworth transferred the 
guN'ol she had so impartially wielded the past year to the National Presi- 
dent, Mary L. («ilman of Roxbury, who, assisted by the National

sented to the Horace Mann School for Deaf-Mutes. 



The United States flags were presented to Mr. Leonard J. Manning, 
Principal, for the High School at Medford, and to Mr. Arthur Hill, Principal, 
for the High School at Chelsea, by the Department Patriotic Instructor, 
Mary E. Holbrook, who spoke as follows: 

"To have been appointed Patriotic Aides and Patriotic Instructor by 
such a devotee to patriotism as our beloved President, Mrs. Wadsworth, 
"was no small honor, and we trust we have, in some small measure at least, 
carried out her splendid ideas along that line. Our duties have been 
mostly in our schools, among those of whom it is said, *0f such is the 
kingdom of Heaven,' and the privilege and blessing have been ours to 
have come so closely in contact with those blessed problems. At a time 
such as this and a gathering Hke this, memories come rushing upon us 
and we realize what a sacrifice has been made to preserve us a nation, 
and we would have our children taught the heritage that is theirs and 
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how much was given that they might have so much. We would have 
our children taught that with great inheritances come great responsibilities, 
and their great inheritance is the flag and their great responsibiUty to 
guard and serve it. 

"We would have our children taught that wherever that flag floats it 
tells the story to all who see it. *I am the symbol of that sweet land of 
Hberty/ and it is theirs to see that 

* The Star-Spangled Banner in triumph shall wave 
O'er the land of the free and the home of the brave.' 

"In behalf of the Woman's Relief Corps of the Department of Massa- 
chusetts, representing fifteen thousand loyal women, I have the honor of 
presenting you gentlemen these flags for your respective schools, one for 
.the High School of the old historic city of Medford, and one for the High 
School of the stricken city of Chelsea. I beg of you to teach the children 
to serve and guard it as a sacred thing, and to so live that this flag, as it 
floats in different climes, shall say to all people, and because it says, all 
nations shall hasten to follow in its traii, 'I am the symbol of that country 
that lives the teaching of Jesus Christ, the fatherhood of God, the brother- 
hood of man.'" 

Messrs. Manning and Hill accepted the flags for their respective schools, 
giving expression of their appreciation of the valued gifts and the assurance 
that they would endeavor to do their part in impressing upon the minds 
of the children the principles for which the Stars and Stripes stand. After 
which Masters Clyde Raymond Close and Hartley Gardner of Cambridge 
sang the "Star-Spangled Banner."

I. In accordance with Rules and Regulations, the annual election 
of officers of Corps, and delegates and alternates to the Department Convention 
will be held at the first regular meeting in December.

Fill out correctly, giving full 
name and address, and forward to the Department Secretary immediately after 
election. These reports should be signed by the President and Secretary of the 
present year. 

In the event of a reflection of a Corps President, the President who preceded 
her must be reported as the last Past President. 

III. Election returns (Form L) are herein enclosed. Have them 
plainly and correctly filled out and give both copies to the Installing Officer. 
Give name and post-office address of the President, date of meeting, and whether 
afternoon or evening. The Department Roster is made out from these returns. 

IV. Corps Treasiu^rs are reminded that their bond must be accepted 
by the Corps before they can be installed. (See Chapter V, Article XIX, 
Section 1.) 

V. The newly-elected officers will select the Installing Officers, and 
the Corps Secretary will notify the Department Secretary immMiotely of their 
choice. 

VI. Installation arrangements are in charge of the Corps officers, and 
the expenses of the installing officer must he paid by the Corps. 

VII. Joint installations with Post are earnestly recommended whenever 
practicable, and the Corps, being the Auxiliary of the Post, should arrange its 
ceremonies to comply with the desires of the Post.

I. The Thirtieth Annual Convention of the Department of Massachu- 
setts Woman's Relief Corps will be held in People's Temple, comer of Colimibus 
Avenue and Berkeley Street, Boston, Tuesday and Wednesday, February 16 and 
17. Opening session will be called to order promptly at ten o'clock. 

II. In accordance with Rules and Regulations the membership of the 
Convention will be composed as follows: Department Officers, Past Department 
Presidents, Secretaries and Treasurers, Past National Presidents, Secretaries, 
and Treasurers who are members of this Department, Corps Presidents, regu- 
larly elected delegates, or alternates elected to serve in the absence of delegates, 
and the last Past Corps President.

To Corps Presidents and Corps Patriotic Instructors. Greetings: 

It is with mingled feelings of pride and appreciation that I accept the office 
the Department President has bestowed upon me. 

The great wave of patriotism that has spread over our country, as seen in 
the work of the various women's organizations, means women see the great 
need, and are planning work along that hne continually. 

The Woman's Relief Corps, auxiliary to the Grand Army of the Republic, 
having been the first patriotic organization to introduce patriotic education in 
our schools, let us still maintain our position and, with the co-operation of the* 
Grand Army of the Republic, continue in the lead in this grand work. 

Let us bear in mind, devotion to the welfare of one's country is a definition 
of patriotism, therefore anything that helps a boy or girl to be honest, sober, 
industrious, temperate, reverent, just and moral is for the welfare of our country. 

Our best field is with the children, the citizens of the future, hoping through 
them to reach the home. We must see to it that heads, hands and hearts are 
working in the right direction. 

From many Corps we hear, "What is there for us to do? We would gladly 
do if we knew what." 

Flags, charts, primers and oleographs have been placed in many of our 
schools. We should see that those schools not already provided with these 
articles, are supplied as soon as possible. 

In accordance with decisions of National Convention the following days 
should be observed by special exercises: 

January 29. Birthday of William McKinley. 

February 12. Birthday of Abraham Lincoln. 

(These anniversaries may be celebrated together with Washington's 
Birthday, if desired.) 

May 18. Peace and Arbitration Day. 

(This may be observed by exercises under "Good of the Order," at Corps 
meetings.) 

June 14. Flag Day. 

(Every member of our Order should display a flag, large or small, from her 
home on that day, and use her influence to have her friends and neighbors do 
the same.) 

July 26. Woman's Relief Corps Day, in Massachusetts. 
• October 4 (First Sxmday in October). Citizens' Sunday. 

(An invitation should be extended to the local clergymen, asking them to 
have their sermon along the line of " Good Citizenship," or some other patriotic 
subject, on that day.) 

Much good may be accomplished in patriotic work by organized effort, for 
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in union there is strength, and I most earnestly recommend that Corps Patriotic 
Instructors call together the Patriotic Instructors of our kindred organizations, 
Posts, Sons of Veterans, Daughters of Veterans and Sons' Auxiliary, and invite 
them to help plan and carry out this work. 

Whatever we do, let us never forget the child lives in a world of his own, and 
to do most effective work, we must come down to his world. 

I would suggest that, if possible, the Post halls be opened some week day 
or Sunday afternoon, and the children be invited to be present and listen to 
stories of our flag and country, by veterans or other speakers who are interested 
in the work of patriotic education. 

These stories told in a simple manner cannot fail to interest the children 
and leave lasting impressions on their minds. These stories could be inter- 
spersed with singing, and possibly recitations, by the children, and these 
meetings made interesting and beneficial. 

As is well known to every member of our Order, our Department President 
has been one of the foremost workers in patriotic work since it was commenced 
in 1893. Let us show our appreciation of the work she has accomplished, by 
using our best endeavors so that, if possible, at the end of the year it may be 
said that in every town and city where there is a Relief Corps, there is not a 
schoolroom in which the Stars and Stripes are not displayed. 

Silk flags. 24 by 36, mounted on staff, with iron brackets for holding the 
same, suitable for schoolrooms, may be obtained at one dollar each.

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ORIGIN OF PEACE AND ARBITRATION DAY. 

Compiled by Mrs. Lue Stuart Wadsworth. 

On Wednesday, August 24, 1898, at the regular weekly reception of the 
diplomatic representatives accredited to the Court of St. Petersburg held at 
the Foreign Office in that city, each visitor was surprised to receive from the 
Russian Foreign Minister a lithographed conmiunication, known today through- 
out the world as the Czar's Rescript. It was in the nature of a proposal from 
the Emperor of Russia to all the Grovemments whose representatives were 
accredited to the Imperial Court for the meeting of a conference, to discuss 
the most efifective methods of securing to the world a real and lasting Peace. 

The proposal of the Emperor met with the warmest approval, and on Jan- 
uary 11, 1899, he sent out a second communication, asking if the Powers con- 
sidered the present moment opportune for the international discussion, and 
suggesting that in the interest of the great cause, it was not considered advis- 
able to have the Conference sit in the Capitol of any one of the Great Powers. 
Favorable repUes having been received to this communication, a third commu- 
nication was sent, dated February 9, 1899, informing the invited Governments 
that The Hague (which is the capital of Holland) had been chosen as the place 
for holding the proposed Conference, and on April 7, 1899, the minister of the 
Netherlands extended a formal invitation to each representative to be present 
at the Conference to be held at The Hague on Thursday, May 18, this date 
having been selected because it was the birthday of the Emperor of Russia, 
who first suggested the movement. On the day appointed One Hundred Dele- 
gates were present, representing Twenty-six Grovemments. The name of Peace 
Conference was given the assemblage. 

Promptly at two o'clock the doors were closed and the meeting called to 
order. Officers were elected, and after passing a resolution declaring all meet- 
ings of the Conference and its Committee to be absolutely secret, the Confer- 
ence adjourned at half-past two, until Saturday, May 20. Ten sessions of the 
Conference were held, the last session being held on July 29, when the Peace 
Conference at The Hague, which had lasted two months and a half, took com- 
plete and definite shape, and made it possible to settle by a Court of Arbitration 
all international differences. 

The vital distinction between the Peace Conference at The Hague and the 
many Peace Congresses that had been held in previous years was that most 
of the former Peace Congresses were held at the end of a period of warfare, and 
their first important object was to restore peace, whereas the Peace Conference 
at The Hague was the first diplomatic gathering called to discuss guarantees 
of peace, without reference to any particular war, past, present or prospective. 

The date. May 18, upon which this great meeting was called to order, is 
now known throughout the world as Peace and Arbitration Day.

RECEPTION OF COLORS. 

Arranged by Lue Stuart Wadsworth. 

A child appointed to act as Color Bearer, enters at A, advances to F, faces to 
the front and halts. The Color Guard (eight children) enter at A and B, meet- 
ing at F. Color Bearer advances to G and halts. Color Guard march by twos 
to G, separate, and march diagonally to C and D, and halt — Front Face. 

Eight children with the flag enter at the rear of the hall, marching through 
the main aisle, and halting on arriving at the front of the stage. As the flag 
appears at the rear of the hall, the Color Bearer on the stage advances to £, 
and announces in full voice: "The Flag of Our Coxmtry!'' The audience should 
rise and remain standing till the close of the ceremony. On reaching the stage, 
the child carrying the flag passes it to the Color Bearer, saying: "Color Bearer, 
I present the Flag of our Country." Color Bearer takes the flag in right hand, 
and recites: 

"I greet thee, lovely Stars and Stripes, 
Thy scarlet's royal hue. 
Mingled with snow white stars of hope. 
And Heaven's immortal blue."

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STORY OF THE FLAG. 
Compiled by Mrs. Lue Stuart Wadsworth. 

Early in our country's history the colonists used the Royal Ensign of 
England. 

At the beginning of the Revolution various flags were displayed, many of 
them with some patriotic motto, such as "Liberty," "Liberty and Union," 
"An Appeal to Heaven," "Don't Tread on Me," etc. In some instances these 
mottoes were defiant of the English Government. 

The Continental Congress in 1775 was very much disturbed over the em- 
barrassing situation of the colonies, and after Washington was appointed 
Commander-in-Chief of the army, it showed its independence by appointing a 
committee consisting of Benjamin Franklin, Benjamin Harrison and a Mr. 
Lynch to create a colonial flag, that would be national in its tendency. 

They finally decided on one with thirteen bars, alternate red and white, 
with the crosses of St. Andrew and St. George in a field of blue. 

This was the flag unfurled by Washington under the Great Elm at Cam- 
bridge, January 1, 1776. It received thirteen cheers and a salute of thirteen 
guns. 

June 14, 1777, was the day when our present flag was created. 

The American Congress, that day in session in Independence Hall in Phila- 
delphia, resolved, "That the flag of the tliirteen United States be thirteen 
stripes, alternate red and wliite; that the Union be thirteen stars, white in a 
blue field, representing a new constellation." 

So much we know, and nothing more of how the flag came to be just the 
beautiful banner that it is. Not a scrap of wTiting or print has come down 
to us to show who selected the stripes, the stars, or the combinations of red, 
white and blue. 

There has been a world of conjecture about it, but the fact remains that the 
flag we call "Old Glory" is both fatherless and motherless so far as its colors 
and design go. 

It is, however, the general opinion, that the Washington coat of arms fur- 
nished the device for our National Emblen>. 

A woman's deft fingers made the first flag, and all the flags of the country 
for nearly sixty years. Betsy Ross of Philadelphia, who naacie the ruffled 
shirts that Washington wore, was selected by the committee to work out the 
design of the flag, as prescribed by Congress. George Washington, Robert 
Morris and a Colonel Ross were appointed a committee to have this flag made. 

On the fourth of July, 1777, when the "flower flag of the free" floated for 
the first time above the new nation, a scant three million of people occupied a 
narrow strip of country along the Atlantic seaboard, from Portland, Maine, to 
Savannah, Georgia, engaged in a doubtful struggle for "life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness." 

"A star for each State, and a State for every star," was the way the growing 
Union was symbolized in the constellation of thirteen on the blue field. 

July 4, 1783, the young flag proudly flaunted its bright colors above a nation 
which had carved its independence out of the strongest of the old world powers, 
and which had extended its domain as far west as the Mississippi River, and as 
ar south as the French possessions in Louisiana and the Spanish Floridas. 
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July 4, 1791, saw two stars added to the constellation by the admission of 
Vermont and Kentucky, 

After the admission of Vermont and Kentucky into the Union, Congress 
passed an Act in 1794, increasing both the stars and stripes from thirteen to 
fifteen, to take efifect May, 1795. 

It was as follows: That from and after the first day of May, 1795, the flag 
of the United States be fifteen stripes, alternate red and white, and that the 
union be fifteen stars, white in a blue field. 

This flag ^\dth its fifteen stars and stripes was the national emblem until 
1818. Commodore Perry carried it on Lake Erie in the memorable days of 
1812 and 1813. 

A few years later, Tennessee, Ohio, Louisiana and Indiana sought admit- 
tance into the Union. 

When they were admitted another change in the flag was necessary. 

The sturdy young republic was fast advancing in civiUzation, and its hardy 
sons pushing further west and south, reclaiming from the savages, to the uses 
of their own race, greater areas, which were bound to be erected into states, 
and take their places in the family of the original thirteen, it became manifest 
that legislation was necessary, permanently defining the national flag, and pro- 
viding for such changes as the future development of the country Would require. 

A committee, with Hon. Peter Wendover of New York as chairman, was 
appointed to frame a law, and they reported a measure fulfilling every require- 
ment then existing, and providing for all the future. 

The measure was passed by Congress, April 4, 1818, and has never been 
changed, and is as follows : 

Action 1. "That from and after the fourth day of July next, the flag of 
the United States be thirteen horizontal stripes, alternate red and white, that 
the Union have twenty stars, white in the blue field." 

Sect. 2. "That on the admission of every new State into the Union, one 
star be added to the Union of the flag, and that such addition shall take effect 
on the fourth of July next succeeding such admission." 

July 4, 1803, saw the whole of the vast territory of Louisiana under 
the flag which had advanced its dominion to the south as far as the Gulf of 
Mexico, and to the line of Spanish possessions on the west. 

July 4, 1822, saw the Floridas under the flag, and our boundaries rounded 
out to the seas on the southeast. 

July 4, 1845, saw Texas under the flag. 

July 4, 1848, saw our boundaries rounded out to the Pacific on the west. 

July 4, 1865, saw the States in rebelUon back in the Union, the Grovemment 
serene on its sure foundation, and thirty-eight bright stars in the imsulUed 
Union of the flag. 

July 4, 1867, saw the immense domain of Alaska — as large as France, 
Germany and Austria-Hungary put together — added to our territory. 

Today the American flag represents a world power. 

On that flag are forty-five stars, and nearly eighty millions of people dwell 
under its folds in peace and happiness. 

Its beneficent, liberty-inspiring colors billow above thousands of the islands 
of the sea. 
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Over Porto Rico with thirty-six hundred square miles of territory and eight 
hundred thousand people. 

Over Hawaii with sixty-seven hundred and forty square miles of territory, and 
one hundred and ten thousand people. 

Over the Phihppines with one himdred and fifteen thousand square miles, 
and eight miUion people. 

The American flag floats today, the wonder of the civilized nations. 

A century and a quarter ago its bright folds were flimg to the winds of 
heaven, amidst the execrations of the English, and the jeers of half the world. 

Today its thirteen httle stars are multiplied to a magnificent forty-fife, and 
upon its dominions the sun never sets. 

With never the loss of a star, but constant gains, with no stain upon its stripes 
of crimson and white, it floats in rainbow radiance upon the winds of blood 
bought freedom, loved and venerated at home, respected and feared abroad; 
the type of all that is highest and holiest in human aspirations — emblem of 
all that is brightest and best in human achievements. 

It floats today over nearly one-tenth of the earth's dry land. 

One-twentieth of the whole number of the people of the world give it proud 
allegiance. 

Inconceivably more men have fought for it than for any other flag in ex- 
istence. 

Many more have died for it than for any other flag. 

That which it represents has brought more happiness, prosperity and a 
higher moral elevation to a greater number of people than has any other flag. 

'Tis the emblem of the nation, 

'Tis the flag men died to save: 
'Tis the flag that floats for freedom 

Over land and ocean wave. 

Note. — July 4, 1908, the flag will contain forty-six stars (Oklahoma). 



FLAG DRILL. 

Arranged by Lue Stuart Wadsworth. 

Enter at A and B. Down sides to C and D. Across front, passing at E. 
Up sides to A and B. Line marches from A to D and B to C (child in A line 
passing in front of child in B fine). Up sides to A and B. Meet at F. March 
by couples to E. Right and left by couples to C and D. Up sides to F. March 
by fours to E. Right and left by couples to C and D. Up sides to F. March 
by couples to E. Right and left to C and D. Up sides to A and B. Halt. 
Inward, face. Right and left wheel into line, pivots at C and D. Right and 
left backward wheel into line, pivots at E. Front face. Right and left to C 
and D. Up sides to A and B. Countermarch up and down the stage till the 
first couple meets at E. Right and left by couples to C and D. Up sides to F. 
(Form fours and march to E. Right and left by fours to C and D. Up sides 
to F. Form eights and march to G. Halt. Four files on the left. "About 
face." Left wheel, completely aroimd, pivot at center. Backward wheel, to 
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position. Four files on left, "about face/' forward to front. Right and left by 
fours to C and D. Up sides to F.) March by fours to E. Right and left by 
couples to C and D. Up sides to F. March by couples to E. Right and left 
singly to C and D. Up sides to F. The leaders of the two columns halt about 
three feet from each other, and from the back of the stage, and raise their flags 
until they touch and form an arch. The next couple pass between the first, 
under the archway and take their positions beside the other two, raising their 
flags in same way. The other couples follow until a row of eight arches is com- 
pleted. After the eight couples have formed their arch, two bars of the music 
are played, all marking time. The first couple lower their flags to the original 
position, and pass under the seven arches toward E, the other couples following. 
Reaching E, the couples separate right and left to C and D. Up sides to A 
andB. 

Color Bearer with large flag enters at A. Both lines meet at F. Color 
Bearer leading, march to G. Color Bearer marches to E, and the couples break 
right and left from G to C and D and halt. Star Spangled Banner may be sung. 

Inward face. Order flag. (Take flag in left hand with the staff resting on 
the floor, side of left foot.) Give the Flag Salute. Carry flags. 

Color Bearer faces about, and stands until the Unes marching from C and D 
meet at E, and then leads the cloumn up the centre to F and all exit at A.

Do not fail 
to examine the books of the Secretary and Treasurer. This is important work 
and should be thoroioghly performed. 

AT INSPECTION. 

You will be received according to the form given in the Service Book, last 
edition, and you will watch carefully the entire work, making note of such 
corrections as are necessary. At the close of the business of the meeting you 
will ask the questions required in Form O, noting the answers in pencil.

3. See that the bills are numbered consecutively, starting with No. 1 at 
the beginning of each year, and compare with the orders, and are filed with 
them. 

4. Call the attention of the Treasurer to the great importance of making 
up the Quarterly reports promptly and correctly, and of notifying members in 
arrears in season to avoid suspension, and instruct that members cannot be 
suspended until the quarter has expired. 

5. See that the books are properly audited at the end of each quarter, and that 
they are neatly kept, and papers properly filed.
